Charles "Buster" Kendrick, former 
Winchester High School star pitcher, 
is leaving Monday to report to the 
Boston Bees' farm management at 
Evansville, 111. Ninety embryonic big 
leaguers are to report at Evansville 
for preliminary work, after which 
they will be assigned to class A, B 
and C teams in which the Bees have 
in interest. 

Kendrick pitched last season in the 
Cape Cod League and made a good 
showing, easily accomodating himself 
to the jump from local independent 
ball to the faster variety on the Cape. 
He is a big rangy lad with 18"> pounds 
spread over a better than six foot 
frame, has fair speed and a good 
curve ball. The Bees impressarios 
think quite well of his chances. Since 
leaving high school "Bus" has been 
the pitching mainstay of Paul Quig- 
ley's Winchester Millionaires, devel- 
oping into one of the best right 
handcrs in the independent ranks. 

"Albie" MacDonnell, apple-cheeked 
Millionaires' outfielder who last year 
played pro ball with Bees' teams in 
the South, will again sport a Bos- 
ton farm uniform this summer, but 
as yet has not been ordered to re- 
port. 

Rangy "Artie" Johnson, capable 
Millionaires' left hander who was 
signed to a Bees' contract last sum- 
mer, is to report to Erie as soon as 
he is graduated from Winchester 
High in June. "Artie's" world of 
stuff and speed made a fine impres- 
sion on the Bees' board of strategy 
■while the Winchester boy was work- 
ing out at Braves' Field last summer, 
and those who have seen him pitch 
for the Millionaires and in Hi^h 
School believe that only his tendency 
to be erratic stands between him and 
money baseball. He will work this 
spring for the Winchester High 
School team, and should be the best 
schoolboy flinger in the Mystic Val- 
ley. 

Fred Noble, the fourth member of 
the local quartet to play organized 
ball this summer, has signed inde- 
pendently to play with Glace Bay 
down Cape Breton way in Canada. 
"Red" worked nut with the Bees last 
summer and like Kendrick, MacDon- 
nell and Johnson, has played with the 
Millionaires, captaining the high 
school nine during his undergraduate 
days and subsequently playing for 
New Hampton Prep. He is an out- 
fielder-pitcher with a great arm, good 
batting eye, plenty of speed and oodles 
of competitive spirit. He should do 
well in Canadian baseball.

William Towle White of 17 Central 
street, a resident of Winchester for 
the pa<t 14 years, died Monday night, 
March 21, at the Lowell General Hos- 
pital. 

Mr. White, a native of Montreal. 
P. Q., was for many years promin- 
ently identified with the leather busi- 
ness in Lowell. He went to that city 
with his parents when a child, was 
educated in the Lowell schools and as 
a young man was admitted to part- 
nership with his two brothers. Ed- 
ward L., and Henry Kirke. in White 
Brothers' Tannery, a business founded 
bv his father, William Henry White 
in 1883. 

The business grew rapidly and 
White leather came to be well known 
in the market as high grade shoe 
leather. When the White plant be- 
came affiliated with the American 
Hide <fc Leather Co., Mr. White was 
made general manager of the plant, 
a position he held for many years, 
and his son, Reginald, is now associ- 
ated with the plant. 

During the later years of his resi- 
dence in Lowell Mr. White lived in the 
so-called "Faulkner Castle" on Bel- 
mont avenue. He came to Winchester 
from that address 14 years ago. He 
was a member of Kilwinning Lodge, 
A. F. & A. M., of Lowell, the Yorick 
Club of that city and of the Vesper 
Country Club. 

Mr. White leaves hi'* wife, Mrs. 
Marie E. (McKinney) White; a son, 
Reginald, both of this town; a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Stuyvestant Fish Morris.

He was highly successful as a 
specialist in the field of orthodontia, 
and aside from his immediate prac- 
tice, was widely known in his profes- 
sion, having been a former president 
of the Massachusetts Dental Society, 
a former president of the Harvard 
Dental Alumni Association and the 
immediate past president of the Har- 
vard Odontoloprical Society. 

He was also a member or the 
American Academy of Dental Science, 
the New York Society of Orthodon- 
tists, the American Dental Associa- 
tion, New England Dental Society 
and of the Delta Sigma Delta frater- 
nity. He was a member of the board 
of admission of the Harvard Club of 
Boston, held membership in the Win- 
chester Country Club and William 
Parkman Lodge of Masons, was a 
former member of the Calumet Club 
and a member of the First Congrega- 
tional Church. 

On Oct. 18, 1909, Dr. Gilpatric mar- 
ried Carolyn Draper Nutt of this 
town, who survives him, with a son, 
William Henry Gilpatric, Jr., a stu- 
dent at the Harvard Dental School.

The town meetings are over for 
another year. About one-sixth of the 
total precinct members were absent 
the first meeting and about one- 
fourth were absent the second. One 
wonders why people run for this of- 
fice if they do not do their duty and 
attend. Some feminine precinct mem- 
bers made remarkable progress with 
their knitting during the second meet- 
ing and it was noticed that many did 
not even bother to lay down the 
needles and raise their hands either 
way when a two thirds vote was re- 
quired. 



As our head gradually clears from 
the haze of that last town meeting 
session we cannot help wondering . . . 
whether everyone was right but "Jim" 
McCormick on that E and D. business 
. . . how many delegates knew what 
Winchester's real police situation is 
. . . how it can possibly cost $.'5270 to 
layout and build that part of Middle- 
sex street now a private way . . . 
why the town fathers are so deter- 
mined to spend money on High street 
. . . whether George Davidson is 
right when he contends that $1200 a 
year is high interest to pay on what 
could be an investment of appjpxi- 
mately $12,000 ... if the "Ethiopian 
in the' Woodpile" is a proposal to have 
supervised recreation under School 
Department supervision on the school 
playgrounds, preceded by a recrea- 
tional survey and recommendations by 
"experts" . . . why the name chang- 
ing group have not picked on Warren 
street and Foxcroft road . . . what 
the delegates thought of a $700 rental 
for basketball two or three nights a 
week through the winter in the junior 
high gymnasium of all places . . . 
why the delegates will haggle for an 
hour over a $100 appropriation and 
pass the largest departmental budget 
on the docket without a murmur . . . 
why some one did not challenge that 
appropriation for an extra teacher and 
vocational guidance director at high 
school . . . why so many precin -t 
delegates fail to vote either way . . . 
why "Shorty" Carr only spoke once 
this year . . . what town meeting 
would be like without "Joe" Laraway 
. . . who will explain the zoning 
regulations when Mr. Parsons hands 
in his portfolio . . . who the modera- 
tor would nick for teller for the "di- 
vided north" if George Arnold was 
not around . . . why they gave the 
recreational committee the right to 
raise its membership from six speci- 
fied members to ten to be chosen by 
the rrour, ... if they are still sav- 
ing that E. and D. account to build an 
addition to the Junior High School 
. . . and what would happen if the 
"solid south" happened to be of two 
minds upon some matter of import! 



Frequently you hear people say- 
that the New Dealers are wonderful 
politicians. As a matter of fact the 
New Dealers have made more politi- 
cal blunders than both political par- 
ties together have made in their en- 
tire history. 

For instance, just a few, lest we 
forget — The cancellation of the Air 
Mail contracts — "Too dumb to under- 
stand" — innumerable promises to bal- 
ance the budget year after year — 
Quoddy Dam — Florida Ship Canal — 
managed currency — silver purchases 
— N. R. A. crack-downs — purge of the 
Supreme Court — "See nothing illegal 
in sit-downs," with consequent riots 
and stopping of the mails, etc. etc. 
etc., one right after the other. Any 
one of the scores that have been 
made would have been sufficient to 
have wrecked any political party in 
normal times. 

Then why have New Dealers tnen 
able to continue oh as long as they 
have ? 

The answer is so simple and obvi- 
ous that it is unbelievable that so 
few recognize it. The New Dealers 
have continually relied on the first 
two fundamental principles of cen- 
tralized political government control 
— first, promise "abundant life," the 
ambition of every mortal; next, pro- 
vide circuses, innumerable plans, sug- 
gestions, inquisitions, accusations, tir- 
ades, doles, public works, speeches, 
schemes, Appian Ways, viaducts, 
dams, etc. Keep the people interested, 
keep up their hopes, keep them con- 
fused. Stir up their emotions — keep 
something new always before them— 
thus their real condition is overlooked. 

There are none who do not agree 
with the avowed aim of "abundant 
life," but as in the oldest of all stories, 
Babel, the too hasty building of the 
Tower of Abundance has not material- 
ized, language has become confused, 
and one another's speech is not under- 
stood by the people. This very haste 
will postpone the progress that all de- 
sire. "Evolution" is a slow, steady, 
creative movement. 

Finally, the people will begin slowly 
to realize that :"abundant life" can- 
not be procured by legislation alone 
— *hey will gradually turn to the 
simple things of life, giving up gam- 
bling in all forms — all "get rich 
quick" schemes. This gambling phase 
of. all" "''New, Deal|" usually heralds 
the turn toward greater stress on 
home life, the church, and the efforts 
of the individual, rather than depend- 
ence on leadership and the State. 

The history of many world-wide 
depressions, as well as repressions, 
show that they have been followed 
by spiritual and religious revivals. 
Soon the politicians will be replaced 
by some statesmen in this country 
who will not be obliged to rely on the 
"full dinner pail" and "starvation" 
gags to stay in office. The citizens of 
the United States are becoming politi- 
cally bored, they will soon cry— "My 
New Deal for a horse (and buggy)," 
and let no one tell you differently.

THE BACK YARD 



On the eve of "Income Tax Dav," 
you may be interested in an interview 
which Mr. Maxwell M. Nowak— a 
Chicago business man — recently gave 
to the International News Service. 
Said Mr. Nowak in substance: 

"I am quitting business because I 
am sick and tired of taxes. 

I have spent 35 years in building 
up a livestock feed business with 
64 warehouses in 28 states and a vol- 
ume of a million and a half dollars a 
year. Now so many varieties of taxes 
have been piled on me that I prefer 
to retire. 

Beyond the taxes themselves, I had 
to pay over $7,000 in salaries and 
fees during 1937 for doing all the 
paper work necessary to keep the 
various tax reports straight. 

The kind of taxes to which I par- 
ticularly object are those that must 
be paid before a cent of profit is 
made. As I said, we do business fn 
28 states and the taxes-before- 
profit policy is ruinous. For instance, 
we pay state unemployment, state 
social security, state personal prop- 
erty, state franchise, state store, fed- 
eral social security, capital stock, 
city, county, and about two score 
other kinds of taxes. 

Now the State of Indiana — where 
my main plants are located — comes 
along with a V4 of 1 per cent tax on 
all goods sold in the state or outside. 
Within the state it wouldn't be so 
bad, but I do object to such a tax on 
goods sold in interstate and foreign, 
business. 

As soon as I can, I am going to 
close out my plants and warehouses, 
and take a long trip." 

An extreme case, of course, and 
probably reported for the effect it 
might have in print. But it pictures 
a frame of mind that many business 
men have experienced these past few 
years, and one which legislators who 
are really interested in keeping up 
employment and business activity 
may well consider.

To the Editor of the Star: 

Our representative town meeting 
has now been in operation for ten I 
years. A brief retrospect may not be j 
without interest. 

The increase in the number of vot- 
ers due to the passage of the woman 
suffrage amendment, increasing the 
number of voters to about 0000, with 
t town hall accommodating only 1000, 
forcibly called the attention of the 
town to the necessity of some change 
in our form of government. But the 
town held tenaciously to the traditions 
of the town meeting and the vote to 
adopt a representative form of gov- 
ernment was close, 355 to 304. Hen- 
ry S. Chapman in his history of Win- 
chester says: 

"The debate was long and warm. 
The decision hung in the balance; 
it is not too much to say that 
Chairman Parsons won his fight 
almost single handed. Had his ar- 
guments been less cogent, his man- 
ner less courteous and gracious, and 
his speech less persuasive, the rep- 
resentative town meeting would have 
been voted down." 

After the legislature passed the 
enabling act the plan was adopted up- 
on referendum by a vote of 3065 to 
1710. 

The old town meeting was often in- 
teresting, sometimes dramatic, occa- 
! sionally emotional, resulting not in- 
frequently in reconsideration of votes 
; passed. It was enlivened by a group 
of town meeting orators who have 
passed from the stage. 

To those of us who have known the 
■ old town meeting and the present rep- 
! resentative town meeting, there can 
| be no question that the latter has 
shown a higher degree of intelligent 
'discussion than formerly prevailed. 
This is due in large measure to the 
j high type of public spirited citizens 
who have served as representatives. 
I The citizens should know more of 
I the untiring, intelligent and high 
minded devotion of the Finance Com- 
! mittees which have served the town 
for more than a quarter of a century. 
Their functions are not of cours- 
peculiar to the representative meet- 
ing, but with accumulated experience 
they have become more effective and 
their work better organized. How 
many citizens know the amount of 
time which they devote to the study 
of the problems of town government ? 
The last committee, under the able 
chairmanship of Mr. Elliott F. Cam- 
eron, held 20 meetings, the average 
length of which was over three hours, 
with an average attendance of over 
14 out of the 15 members. This does 
not include the meetings of the sub- 
committees held with each depart- 
ment of the town in an intensive study 
of the requests for appropriations. 
The committee also made three trips 
around the town for the purpose of 
familiarizing its members with vari- 
ous departmental matters. It is prob- 
able that other Finance Committees 
have given equal amount of time. 

Under our form of representative 
town meeting, town government has 
been steadily increasing in efficiency. 
The representative town meeting is a 
success — I wish I could say an un- 
qualified success. But there has been 
gradually creeping into its delibera- 
tions a practice which interferes with 
its complete success, namely, an im- 
patient desire on the part of the mem- 
bers to have as few sessions as pos- 
sible, with the result that the meet- 
ings are often prolonged late into the 
night when the members are tired and 
when many have left. There were 
two sessions of the last meeting, the 
first adjourned at about 11.30 and the 
second at ten minutes before one. At 
the last session towards the end there

was a bare quorum of 100 out of 238 
members, under such circumstances 
articles on the warrant are not like- 
ly to receive the attention which they 
should receive.

SENTENCED FOR WINCHESTER 
BREAK 



Theodore M, Olesen, 27, of l">a Tre- 
mont street, Cambridge pleaded guil- 
ty Monday morning before Judge 
Wilfred Gray in the Superior Court 
at East Cambridge* to breaking and 
entering and larceny from the home 
of Miss Barbara Pratt and her 
brothei'. Mr. Kenneth M. Pratt, at 15 
Wildwood street, on the night of Dec. 
4. 

According to the Police. Olesen con- 
fessed to a series of breaks in Bel- 
mont, Arlington and Watertown. and 
admitted stealing priceless gold relics 
from the Peabody Museum at Har- 
vard. Local authorities believe him 
responsible for a break at the old 
Weeks residence on Pine street and 
an attempted break at the home of 
Water Commissioner Edmund ('. San- 
derson, both of which occurred the 
same night as the break at the Pratt 
home. 

Olesen was arrested on Feb. 20 in 
Providence where he was discovered 
pawning articles stolen in Arlington 
and Belmont. Articles taken from the 
Pratt home were found at his house 
after a long search hidden under a 
pile of coal. They included two revol- 
vers, one of which was used to start 
races at the Winchester Boat Club, 
several Winchester Boat Club mem- 
bership cards and a "West Side" 
Fire Department badge, used by the 
late George E. Pratt and engraved 
with his name. 

Watches and jewelry stolen by 
Way-shower | Olesen had been pawned and some of 
it has been recovered. The pieces 
stolen from the Peabody Museum 
were recovered with but one excep- 
tion.

Plaut, curator of paintings in the Bos- 
ton Museum of Fine Arts, who deliv- 
ered an interesting illustrated ad- 
dress on "How to I^ook at Pictures." 

A gathering of nearly 100 heard 
Mr. Plaut admit that there is no 
short cut, no "open Sesame" to the 
appreciation of paintings, stating that 
many who have devoted as many as 
25 years to the serious study of art 
and are considered expert critics are 
unable to be sure in every case of a 
picture's true worth. 

As illustrations he showed pictures 
which when painted were widely ac- 
claimed as masterpieces, yet which 
are today forgotten. Others were 
shown, which when painted were de- 
cried, and yet have proved true mas- 
terpieces. It is necessary, Mr. Plaut 
said, to look at a picture, not only 
with the eyes, heart, soul and emo- 
tions, but also with the intellect; to 
try to discover the artist's conception 
of what he has portrayed and to un- 
derstand the artistic and cultural 
background that prompted him to 
paint as he did. 

In some detail Mr. Plaut explained 
the use of the X-Ray and 



At 5 o'clock Sunday afternoon, 
April 10, in the library of the Epiph- 
any parish house, the young people 
of the parish will hear as their April 
speaker the leader of young people's 
organizations in the Diocese of Mass- 
achusetts, Mr. Norman Backius.

"To the Indies" written as it was

Miss Helen Hayes, made a definite 
and lastine impression on the theatre 
going public of this country, and its 
success whenever played since its 
Broadway production well fits it for 
the closine nlay of this season by th.- 
Parish Players.

In explanation of the difference in 
the actual tax rate of $27.20 as an- 
nounced yesterday and the estimated 
figures of the Finance Committee it 
can be said that the amount returned 
to the town by the State in income 
taxes was $M,000 more than the Fi- 
nance Committee estimated. There 
were also more automobiles registered 
this year than last, making this re- 
turn to the town, larger.

Evidently the three recent breaks 
in the Looatelli Building together 
with .those at Winchester Station and 
Butte'rworth's Jewelry shop have not 
added to the precautions taken by lo- 
cal merchants to secure their estab- 
lishments when leaving them for the 
night. Over the past week-end the Po- 
lice discovered a total of 16 buildings 
about the center with either doors or 
windows, or both, unlocked, inviting 
entrance. The authorities do every 
thing in their power to protect prop- 
erty, but in so doing they ought to 
have the co-operation of the property 
owners. No one thinks of course that 
buildings are intentionally left open 
at night, but this condition occurs so 
frequently here and in such targe 
measure as to indict local store-keep- 
ers of considerable negligence in this 
respect. We ought to make it as hard 
as possible for maurauders to get 
into our places of business, even if 
there is not much to get after they 
get in!

SOCIAL SECURITY 



Social Security. Barefaced robbery. 
We had no use for it when it started 
and we have no use for it now, and 
such contact of it as we come into 
further strengthens our dislike. If 
the politicians want more money to 
blow in, why not raise it other than 
by robbing every business man in the 
country? Just so long as this keeps 
up, just so long will this country have 
depression and unemployment. The 
little business man — and we mean 
little, not those who employ from one 
to live hundred people — is using every 
endeavor to cut his force down to the 
lowest point. Why ? To escape this 
robbery of what little profit he hopes 
he can make. The larger firms; those 
who were big enough to insure their 
employees, provide them with recrea- 
tional and beneficral securities, are 
discontinuing all this real endeavor to 
benefit their people. 

We have now computed our latest 
business fine, using the new and im- 
proved forms compiled for this penal- 
ty. How many? We forget. It did 
take us however, over four hours to 
answer all the questions. We have j 
not enough money to hire experts de- 
voting all their time to its intricacies. | 
We were nicked just $207.90 accord- 
ing to our computation — which of ' 
course we know is wrong. Let some j 
of those nine million employed in | 
handling the proceeds of this robbery i 
call to our attention line z in column 1 
20 on form Ibd as carried forward to j 
section 0 page 2 of the totals. We 
do know, however, that $207.90 would 
pay the rent on a better place of bus- ' 
iness than we ever expect to obtain. 

We have yet failed to find any so- | 
cial security in any case in which we 
have come in contact, including the 
three in our office. While information 
in these cases is somewhat by here- 
say. the information reported is close 
enough to illustrate. 

Case one concerns a man with whom 
we severed connections. He is mar- 
ried, has four children and owns (or 
did l his home. Leaving our employ 
he found it difficult to secure work. 
Sickness aggravated the situation. He 
was obliged to put his oldest boy at 
work and his next oldest, while still 
in school, is working after hours. He, 
himself, is reported working two 
nights a week. Applying for social 
security he was refused as he was 
working the two nights. He evident- 
ly has his choice of either giving up 
this scanty night work or going with- 
out social security. Thus far he is 
reported working and in imminent 
prospect of losing his home. 

There is real social security. The 
money we paid for his social security- 
is probably going into the enormous 
labor costs or being blown in by poli- 
ticians. We have no use for this case. 

Case two concerns a young man in 
our employ who decided to quit. Al- 
though his work was not satisfactory, 
we felt he had the stuff if he would 



use it, and went so far as to advise 
him to reconsider his determination. 
Pointing out to him that he was learn- 
ing a good trade in a not over-crowded 
field, and even offering him a $5 in- 
crease in pay to encourage him, wa3 
to no avail. We recently received no- 
tice that he was to be placed on the 
social security roll. He is now aid- 
ing others in holding up the buildings 
about the square. 

This, we presume, is as good an ex- 
ample of social security as we shall 
encounter. It does not suit us how- 
ever, and we consider the money 
drained from our business in his case ! 
a total loss. 

A third case which comes to our at- 
tention is that of a young woman, ef- 
ficient, bright and capable. After 
leaving us. through no fault of any- 
one except those responsible for the 
present business depression, she failed 
to find employment. Questioned, re- 
garding social security, she stated that 
she hate<* to apply for it and had :io 
hopes of receiving it anyway. 

Another total loss. 

We never had any use for Social 
Security — and we don't now. If this 
robbery is persisted in there will be 
plenty of depression in this country. 
If the politicians want more money 
to blow in they should stop robbing 
the business man — especially the little 
ones. They are killing the goose that 
lays the golden egg.

In 
addition to being a former president 
of the Massachusetts Dental Associa- 
tion he was a former president of the 
Harvard Dental Alumni Association, 
immediate past president of the Har- 
vard Odontological Society and a 
member of many societies and fra- 
ternities of a professional nature. 

Dr. Gilpatric had lived in Winches- 
ter since 100. r >. He leaves a wife, the 
former Carolyn Draper Nutt of this 
town, and a son. William Henry Gil- 
patric, Jr., a student at Harvard Den- 
tal School.

A LECTURE ON CHRISTIAN 
SCIENCE

God. It is ours to share in the meas- 
ure that we share Jesus' willingness 
to surrender materiality. In other 
words, Christian Science teaches that 
as you become animated by the di- 
vine Spirit which animated Jesus 
your own real nature comes into view. 
In reality you too are the son of God, 
no matter what you may have thought 
about yourself and no matter what 
you may be thinking now. No matte.- 
how far your human experience may 
seem to have led you away from the 
Christ-ideal, you can through Chris- 
tian Science bring Christ into your 
own sin-filled, sickness-filled, pover- 
ty-filled, or hate-filled world. God is 
always able to manifest Himself to 
you. You might be a castaway on a 
desert island; you might be crushed 
by some unforeseen disaster; you 
might even seem to be swept away I 
from the path of rectitude by some 
hypnotic influence; in the very wil- 
derness in which you find yourself, | 
God is still able to manifest Himself 
to you. This manifestation of God 
to the human consciousness is the 
coming of the Christ. 

Christ will always appear to you 
in a form which you can understand 
and use. That is because God is om- 
nipotent as well as omnipresent good. 
There can be no barrier to prevent 
Him from making Himself manifest 
to you. God reveals Himself througn 
a spiritual, scientific understanding | 
if His divine nature, which Christian ! 
Science unfolds. Lift your thought j 
from dumb acquiescence m evil to j 
joyful expectation of good; from re- 
liance on self to unselfed trust in ; 
God's allneas, and you will meet 
Christ. Your problem will then be- j 
gin to solve itself. Cause is never j 
separate from its effect, nor God from 
His manifestation. Mis. Eddy has 
said of Jesus (Science and Health, p. 
332) that he appeared to mortals "in 
such a form of humanity as they could 
understand as well as perceive." So 
it is today. Appearing centuries ago 
in the form of the human Jesus to 
the humble shepherds, the receptive 
Wisemen, and the lowly disciples, the 
same Christ comes today through j 
Christian Science to all prepared to 
receive it. Jesus' life was dedicated 
to proving that every human problem 
can be solved when it is brought in- ' 
to the light of omnipotent and omni- 
present Truth. God. When viewed in . 
that light, all that is evil and discord- 
ant is seen to be an unreal shadow, 
an illusion. 

Christian Science defines God as di- 
vine Principle, and man as His im- ! 
mortal reflection. Whenever you ac- 
knowledge that God is divine Princi- : 
pie and that you are His immortal , 
reflection — and this is a purely men- 
tal act of which everyone is capable 
— then Christ has begun to reign in 
your consciousness. In the degree 
that you lay hold of this truth about 
God and man evil will disappear from 
your experience. Sickness, sin, sor- 
row, want, stagnation have no place 
in God's creation. Wiseman or shep- 
herd, child or adult, beginner or ad- 
vanced student, you have but to cling 
to this A B C of Christian Science to 
prove for yourself that to you too, at 
the very crossroads of human experi- 
ence where you are standing today, 
God makes Himself manifest in such 
a form as you can "understand as , 
well as perceive." Through Christian 
Science your human problem can be 
solved. Christ comes into your own 
world. 

Christian Science is not a human 
invention. It is exactly what its name 
indicates, provable scientific knowl- 
edge of Christ. It is raising mortals! 
resurrecting them, if you will, out of 
their deformed, despairing, dying 
estimate of themselves. It is giving 
them glimpses of man's real relation- 
ship to God. You have only to get a 
glimpse of what Christian Science 
teaches about God, His omnipresence, 
His omnipotence, and His infinite 
goodness, to feel very .much happier 
about man than you have ever felt 
before. With that first glimpse, 
which is all you need for a beginning:, 
you are actually being born again. 
You are being born out of and away 
from your beliefs in a man-conceived, | 
self - made, death - destined existence, j 
You are being born into spiritual un- i 
derstanding of your true being, 
through this awakening to the scien- 
tific definition of God's nature. With- 
out a scientific definition of God, you 
will never know God. You will have 
a man-made God, and you will fail 
to recognize the God-made man. 
Jesus declared of his divine Christ- 
selfhood, "Before Abraham was, I I 
am." Heredity cannot blight man's 
real being, which is as old as God i 
Himself, because it coexists with God. i 
All that Jesus had he derived from I 
God, the source of all good. His abil- 
ity to love, to pray, to heal, and to 
save came from God. That is equally 
true of you also, to the extent that 
you understand why it is true, anil 
use it. Jesus proved that God makes 
Himself manifest in such a form as 
mortals can understand and perceive. 
Christian Science shows that Jesus' 
teachings, far from being obsolete or 
not adapted to modern needs, ac- 
tually afford the solution of every 
human need. Far from being a per- 
sonal possession of a long-ago Jesus 
and unattainable today, the ever-new 
Christ is ours through Christian Sci- 
ence to use and to apply triumphantly. 
II. Mrs. Eddy and Her Church 

On the wall of the Congregational 
Church at Tilton, New Hampshire, a 
tablet records that Mary Baker Eddy, 
the Discoverer and Founder of Chris- 
tian Science, was for thirty-seven 
years a member of that church. Mrs. 
Eddy on more than one occasion in 
her later years expressed gratitude 
for her early church upbringing, as 
well as for the good accomplished 
by Christian churches everywhere. 
Christian Scientists gratefully ac- 
knowledge that we owe to the Chris- 
tian churches the preservation of the 
Bible and the patient efforts of cen- 
turies to spread the knowledge of the 
Scriptures, and to make them acces- 
sible to all. The Bible binds the 
Christian Science church with other 
Christian churches in a common pur- 
pose. The Bible has made Christ the 
living inspiration and companion of 



many in every generation since the 
early days of the Christian era. From 
its pages earnest lovers of good have 
gained courage to follow in the 
footsteps of their Lord and Master, 
strength to drink of his cup, and di- 
vine assurance that they too might 
ultimately share his resurrection. 

Mrs. Eddy is the founder of a great 
religious movement. In less than 
three quarters of a century Christian 
Science has encircled the Globe. The 
Christian Science church has not 
supplanted the established evangeli- 
cal churches. Its work began where 
the work of other denominations had 
come to a halt. Mrs. Eddy turned 
her back on the barren fields of scho- 
lastic theology. She reinstated prac- 
tical, primitive Christianity. Through 
her church she has shared with man- 
kind her immortal discovery of the 
Science of Christ. In Christian Sci- 
ence, doctrines and divisions give 
place to the unity of spiritual under- 
standing, which tests and proves it- 
self by its power to heal. When Mrs. 
Eddy discovered that God is the di- 
vine Principle of all real being, and 
that evil is demonstrably unreal, she 
brought Christ into the modern 
world. In Christian Science Mrs. 
Eddy has revealed to humanity the 
foundation on which Jesus' works 
of healing and salvation are based. 
Jesus' declaration, "The stone which 
the builders rejected, the same is be- 
come the head of the corner," finds 
its fulfillment in Mrs. Eddy's teach- 
ings. Christian Science repeats the 
proofs of healing performed by the 
early Christians. It proclaims the 
Science which underlies Christian 
healing. It reveals Christ to mortals 
in a form which they car. "under- 
stand as well as perceive." Christian 
Science proves that Christ appeals 
to mankind not merely as a per- 
sonal Saviour but as the ever-present 
fact of being, as powerful to help us 
today as when Jesus himself, with di- 
vine compassion, "healed them that 
had need of healing." 

Mrs. Eddy's church was the natural 
outcome of her discovery of Christian 
Science, just as her discovery of 
Christian Science was the natural out- 
come of her study of the Scriptures 
and of her close communion with God 
and His Christ. Only on the altar- 
steps of our own Christliness can we 
mount to a higher understanding of 
God. Mrs. Eddy had seen high hu- 
man hones soar and fall. Through it 
all she loved God steadfastly; and 
finally, in 18G6, through a spiritual 
healing which at the time seemed 
miraculous, she found herself on the 
threshold of the discovery which has 
already in many directions revolution- 
ized human thought, and broadened 
the base of human achievement. The 
revelation which came to her is the 
"still small voice" which makes itself 
heard when human will is silenced j 
and earthly ties are loosened. It was j 
revealed to Mrs. Eddy that God, in- | 
finite unchanging good, operates as a 
present fact, with all the might and 
logic of divine Principle, to destroy 
everything unlike itself. She recog- 
nized that God is divine Principle, and 
she saw that sin, sickness, and death 
itself cannot endure, cannot even 
exist, in the presence of spiritual un- 
derstanding of God's nature. Evil is 
seen to be unreal, and it disappears, 
in the measure that God's allness is 
understood. With Mrs. Eddy's dis- 
covery Christ comes newborn into the 
modern world. 

Mrs. Eddy devoted her life to Chris- 
tian Science with complete unselfish- 
ness. She applied her discovery to 
the slavation of mpn and women from 
the woes of sin, sickness, and sense. 
There are still among us today some 
who were eyewitnesses of her mar- 
velous healing work. Many others 
have left written testimony of healings 
which Mrs. Eddy performed. Today 
Mrs. Eddy's church, through its man- 
ifold activities, is carrying on its mis- 
sion of healing and strengthening all 
who selflessly seek its shelter. The 
Mother Church in Boston and its j 
branch churches and societies all over 
the world have enabled thousands to | 
find healing from sin and sickenss. 
The varied activities of the Christian 
Science church reach every aspect of 
human thought and action, to leave 
them better than it found them. 
Christian Science has never harmed 
anyone. The published periodicals of 
the Christian Science church carry to 
humanity day by day new proofs and 
renewed assurance of the presence of 
the healing Christ. The thousands who 
have been healed by Christian Science 
do not need to be told why Christian 
Scientists are grateful to Mrs. Eddy. 
III. Mind. Man, and Machine 

Christian Science teaches that God 
is Mind. Since God is Mind, it fol- 
lows that He is the only Mind. He is 
infinite intelligence. His creation re- 
flects Him. That is to say, God's crea- 
tion is wholly spiritual, never mate- 
rial. It is governed by God. It is a 
creation which consists of ideas, pure, 
perfect, and eternal. This is not 
hard to understand when we stop 
to consider that the First Cause 
must of necessity be Spirit. Mat- 
ter could not possibly originate it- 
self, and Spirit's creations must re- 
semble their author in substance and 
character. To learn how or where a 
false, material view of creation orig- 
inated, is of less importance than to 
understand how it is to be overcome. 
And to overcome this false sense, with 
all its attendant mortality and dis- 
cord, is the work of Christian Science. 
Christ Jesus proved that it could be 
overcome. He raised himself step by 
step above the persecutions of mate- 
rial sense through his spiritual un- 
derstanding of man's God-given na- 
ture. He acknowledged no other 
cause, no other creator, no other fath- 
erhood, than God. He refused to 
concede power to anything or to any 
condition which was not in harmony 
with an infinitely perfect cause. 

Knowing God, Jesus knew man. Un- 
derstanding God's nature, he under- 
stood that man's nature must reflect 
the divine nature. He understood that 
nothing which is unlike God can in 
reality attach itself to man, or express 
itself through man. He separated the 
real, the Godlike, from the false, the 
ungodlike. He did it for himself and 
he did it for others. Those whom he 
taught and healed received these 
glimpses of their true nature in vary- 
ing measure. For example, the New 



J Testament tells us of one occasion 
when Jesus healed ten lepers. The 
healing Christ appeared to these men 

i in such a form as they could under- 
stand and perceive. All ten were 
healed physically and redeemed social- 
ly. One of them let a little more of 
his spiritual nature shine through the 
mists of mortality than did the otn- 
ers. for he returned to Jesus and ex- 
pressed gratitude for his healing. By 
that simple act he gained a stronger 
hold on eternal life than he had be- 
fore. It should be remembered that 
gratitude is always a powerful factor 
in lifting us above a sick, discordant 
picture of ourself. Even in the dark- 
est hours, gratitude lightens the 
gloom. It opens the windows of con- 
sciousness to receive more of the 
Christ-light. 

The inward voice which bids us dis- 
tinguish right from wrong we often 
speak of as the voice of conscience. 
We all have the ability, and we should 
all have the desire, to place ourselves 
on the right side, on the Godlike side, 
of every situation in which we find 
ourselves. In no other way can we 
expect to overcome evil with good, 
sickness with health, or want with 
abundance. Sometimes we may be 
tempted to question the promptings 
of conscience, or to disregard them. 
We need to remember that only by 
learning to distinguish right from 
wrong can we recognize Christ. Chris- 
tian Science teaches us to develop 
this power of right judgment through 
a growing understanding of God as 
divine Principle. Wrong, education, 
false habits of thought, and especial- 
ly aggressive mental suggestion, may 
dull this voice of conscience, but th/>y 
can never wholly silence it. Even 
hardened wrongdoers may catch its 
echoes and writhe in pangs of fear 
and remorse. Through Christian Sci- 
ence human thought patterns itself 
more and more after the divine model, 
and the inward, silent monitor gradu- 
ally becomes a compelling force. To 
understand God strengthens every 
right inclination; it exposes and sifts 
out wrong inclinations and purposes. 
It renders us immune to evil, seen or 
unseen. In Christian Science we learn 
that to be on the side of evil is to be 
cut off from the protection of God. 
The first step away from evil is a very 
easy one to take, for it is simply to 
desire good in an unselfish way. 
Every step toward good is a step 
toward God. Every step toward God 
is a step toward overcoming evil, and 
toward freedom from the suffering 
which inevitably comes from indulg- 
ing evil, fearing it, or ignoring it. 
Christian Science delivers us from 
our own ignorance and wickedness, 
and from the ignorance and wicked- 
ness of others. 

We often talk of the machine age 
in which we live. Sometimes we may 
wonder whether the machines which 
surround us are not making us mere 
cogs in a complicated structure which 
we are powerless to control. God's 
man never surrenders his individual- 
ity. It is comforting to remember 
that no machine can ever be power- 
ful enough or intricate enough to 
stop a single Christlike thought. 
Neither man-made contrivances nor 
organized evil can ever prevent the 
healing Christ from becoming mani- 
fest to us in such form as we can 
understand as well as perceive, even 
though we seem to be in the house of 
bondage. Machines of steel, political 
machines, and machines of subtle 
propaganda and suggestion can never 
take from man his rightful place, 
nor obstruct his progress Godward. 
They cannot condemn him to do a 
single unprincipled act, nor use him 
to harm his fellow men. Christ saves 
us in the modem world. 

IV. "Forgive us our debts" 

A Christian Scientist does not try 
to overcome evil by forgetting it or 
ignoring it. He does not need to. 
Christian Science teaches him how 
to overcome evil scientifically and de- 
stroy it completely. The Christian 
Scientist learns how to cast evil out 
of his consciousness, to heal its sup- 
posed scars, and to forgive the evil- 
doer. Wrong is never lessened by for- 
getting it or ignoring it. Just as long 
as it appears to us to be real, to have 
a past, present, or future, just so long 
will it be capable of harming us. 
When a specific belief in evil is ex- 
amined in the light of the Christ, it 
disappears from our lives. Its unlike. 
ness to God, to spiritual reality, has 
been recognized. When your belief in 
the reality of an evil disappears, its 
seeming effects on your body, your 
pocketbook, or your home, will also 
disappear. When evil loses its power 
to deceive you, it loses its power to 
harm you. Our discordant experi- 
ences begin in thought before they 
express themselves in physical re- 
sults. This is true whether we accept 
evil impressions consciously or ig- 
norantly. Evil will cease to appear in 
the proportion that our thoughts be- 
come illumined by Christ. Evil has 
no mind to think and no power to act. 

To pray aright is to forgive. A 
Christian Scientist learns that to be 
free from evil he must free himself 
from the belief that man can in real- 
ity do wrong or suffer wrong. Good 
intentions and promises unfulfilled 
do not suffice to pay a debt. Justice 
insists that our obligations must be 
carried out and our creditors paid. 
In just the same way. God's law de- 
mands that evil must be scientifically 
canceled and forgiven. It is not 
enough to let it lie dormant in con- 
sciousness. It must be seen to be nei- 
ther offense, offender, nor victim. This 
scientific forgiveness is accomplished 
through prayer. Prayer in Christian 
Science is no arrow shot at a venture. 
It is not a plea for material benefits 
or personal favors. It is more than 
merely hoping or demanding that 
the divine power may miraculously 
intervene. Scientific prayer is a spir- 
itual understanding that God, Spirit, 
is the only cause, and that He sus- 
tains man in every right endeavor. 
It includes the willingness to be puri- 
fied of all within our selves which 
obstructs our obedience to God's 
demands. Within God's allness no 
wrong purpose, no ignorant apathy, 
no misguided endeavor, can have 
place or power. When our path seems 
to be obstructed by wrong or apathy, 
of willfulness — our own or someone's 
| else — let us be prompt and ready to 
test our position by scientific prayer. 



Let us be sure that we are harboring 
neither selfish desires nor a fear that 
evil can operate through us or against 
us. Only in the purity of the Christ- 
light can it be proved that evil is an 
illusion. 

Honesty is a sure defense against 
dishonesty, when based on spiritual 
understanding. It ceases then to be 
merely a personal, privately owned 
attribute; it is seen to be the power 
of God made manifest in such a form 
as mortals can understand and per- 
ceive. Scientific honesty finds joy in 
paying just debts, and in satisfying 
human obligations. It does much 
more than that. It brings out of 
hiding dishonest motives, subtle 
schemes, sinister conspiracies. It 
strips them of power. It brings them 
into the light of the Christ, where 
they may be seen and judged for 
what they actually are, and not for 
what they may have falsely seemed 
to be. Whatever there is in you which 
is Christlike — and honesty accom- 
panies all that is Christlike — is en- 
forced by the power of omnipotence. 
It reflects the divine power which 
corrects every erroneous condition 
opposing or conflicting with a Christ- 
like purpose. He whose thinking has 
been purified by Christian Science 
seeks to express honesty in his deal- 
ings with his fellow-men. He need 
then no longer fear to be victimized 
by the dishonesty of others. Honesty 
not only pays debts but it collects 
just debts. This is because divine 
forgiveness cancels the fear that 
shortcomings or shortages could ever 
subtract from the completeness of 
man as God sees him. The son of 
God is not a helpless mark for evil 
to shoot at. Honesty is no passive 
quality, at the mercy of imposition 
and trickery. It is open-eyed, vigi- 
lant, and alert. All that belongs to 
God, or has its source in God, is ac- 
tive and effective in resisting evil. 

Christian Scientists pray, "Forgive 
us our debts, as we forgive our debt- 
ors." Debt, debtor, and creditor cease 
to be stumbling blocks to harmony 
as the perfection of God's creation be- 
comes for us a more firmly estab- 
lished conviction. Love illumines, 
honesty supports, and spiritual under- 
standing executes the divine purpose. 
Love, honesty, and understanding may 
be gained by all who are willing to 
use them. Wherever God is, there 
they are. Take your debts into this 
Christ-light. Examine yourself, and 
through prayer and reformation can- 
cel whatever there is in your thought 
and conduct which accepts, or believes 
in, or permits unbalanced accounts. 
Be as willing to check extravagance 
as you are to escape from limitation. 
Above all, do to others as you would 
have them do to you. Doing this 
faithfully you will find the way to 
pay your debts, and all that is right- 
fully due you will be made up to you 
in God's own loving way. Debts of 
nations as well as of individuals can 
be paid when it is learned that obedi- 
ence to God's law of honesty impov- 
erishes no one, and blesses all. Justice 
not selfishness, extravagance, nor 
craftiness, countersigns every check 
drawn on the bank of divine Love. 

Your biggest debt is to meet God's 
demand that you shall see yourself 
and your neighbor as God's own chil- 
dren, forever free from sin, sickness, 
and limitation. Christian Science is 
a religion of doing and overcoming. 
Christian Science insists that nothing 
is too good to be true. It refuses to 
justify evil; it never admits that evil 
is incurable. A Christian Scientist 
should not shrink from the struggles 
with evil which accompany his earnest 
efforts to obey God's law. Through 
these very struggles, he is being led 
out of the harsh wilderness of fear 
and human will, and into paths of 
beauty and peace. Beauty belongs 
to God's children. It belongs to their 
countenances, to their homes, and to 
their relations with others. It is not 
merely skin-deen; it is not dependent 
on material luxuries or physical em- 
bellishments; it is not at the mercy 
of envv or decav. It is the fine flow- 
er of Christlike thinking; it is Christ 
in the modern world. As we learn to 
forgive scientifically, vre shall come 
into a fuller understanding of these 
words of Mrs. Eddy's (Science and 
Health, p. 246): "Man, governed by 
immortal Mind, is alwavs beautiful 
and grand Each succeeding year un- 
folds wisdom, beauty, and holiness. 
Life is eternal. We should find this 
out, and begin the demonstration 
thereof. Life and goodness are im- 
mortal. Let us then shape our views 
of existence into loveliness, freshness, 
and continuity, rather than into age 
and blight." 

V. Christian Science Healing 

In Mrs. Eddy's illustrated poem, 
"Christ and Christmas," there is an 
illustration which depicts very clear- 
ly how healing is accomplished in 
Christian Science. The picture is ac- 
companied by these lines (pp. 27, 
29): 

"Forever present, bounteous, free, 

Christ comes in gloom; 
And aye, with grace towards you 
and me, 

For health makes room." 

It portrays the healer standing with- 
in the Christ-like, earnestly realizing 
that the healing Christ is actually 
present. Standing in that light, the 
healer is able to draw the sick with- 
I in the healing rays, and even a by- 
I stander shares to some extent in the 
I spiritual illumination. A Christian 
j Scientist cannot heal sickness by be- 
I lieving that sickness is real, that God 
! sends it or permits it. To believe that 
sickness is real is mental darkness, 
j The Christ-light is not the privileged 
J possession of a few, for it is the very 
| light of all light, "which lighteth 
I every man that cometh into the 
■ world." To realize this truth is pray- 
I er which heals. Such Drayer fearless- 
ly affirms man's unity with God, and 
'denies reality to whatever error may 
seem to cloud the patient's conscious- 
ness. It requires no aid from ma- 
terial remedies or from medical diag- 
j nosis. Its results prove that it is 
scienti^c. The patient's thoueht is 
relpaspd f rom fear, and, meekly re- 
ceptive, hp becomes responsive to the 
loving affixations of his spiritual 
nature. With this awakening of con- 
ocionenp'ss. sickness disannears. It is 
healed because it never was real, and 
because its unreality was exposed 



I through Christian Science. Actually 
I it never was more than an aggressive 
i suggestion which obsessed the pa- 
I tient's thought and cast its shadow 
I upon his body. 

Speaking of Jesus' triumphant 
i achievements, Mrs. Eddy has said 
(Science and Health, p. 54): "The 
world acknowledged not his right- 
eousness, seeing it not; but earth re- 
ceived the harmony his glorified ex- 
ample introduced." So also can it 
be said of the coming of Christian 
Science into the modern world. 
Christian Science has profoundly 
influenced the thought even of those 
who ignorantly oppose it. Our hos- 
pitals today are brighter and more 
cheerful than they were when Sci- 
ence and Health was first given to 
the world in 1875. Our medical phy- 
sicians are more concerned with the 
mental states of their patients than 
they were then. Today fewer dis- 
eases are said to be incurable. Sick- 
ness and death are less often spoken 
of as God-sent. There is less dam- 
nation and gloom in funeral ser- 
mons. You may explain these changes 
as you will, but you cannot deny 
that they are changes for the better, 
and that they are tendencies which 
point in the direction of Chris- 
tian Science and not away from its 
teachings. The faithful Christian 
Scientists who, often unrecognized, 
have stood and worked by the light 
of the Christ, as Christian Science 
reveals it, have not labored in vain. 
Little by little their own light has 
grown brighter and they have become 
more successful healers. Through 
their faithful affirmations of truth, 
and their spiritual understanding, 
the world has steadily grown in the 
past seventy years to a stronger ex- 
pectation of good. Through Christian 
Science, Christ touches the thought 
of the entire world. Little by little 
humanity is awaking. The clamor 
of evil in the world need not deceive 
a Christian Scientist who has him- 
self experienced Christ's healing 
power. A Christian Scientist does not 
worry; he prays. Why worry, when 
you can pray? 

When Jesus healed the centurion's 
servant at a distance he proved that 
space is not an obstacle to healing. 
Christian Science strongly empha- 
sizes this. The truth about man can 
never be prevented by distance from 
reaching his consciousness in such a 
form as he can understand and re- 
spond to. Space, after all, is only 
a conventional man-made belief — 
as much man-made as the punctua- 
tion mark which separates two 
printed sentences. Man can never be 
separated from the real facts of his 
being, nor from the recognition of 
them. Christian Science healing is 
not accomplished by thought waves 
or hypnotic suggestion. It is the truth 
about man intelligently affirmed and 
held to. The sick are being healed 
every day through Christian Science, 
even when they seem to be a longdis- 
tance away from their healers. This 
great reform in the practice of heal- 
ing is a blessing to the human race. 

Christian Science has proved its 
power to heal all kinds of human ail- 
ments, physical, moral, and financial. 
Christian Science healing is the nat- 
ural result of scientific mental ac- 
tion. When healing has been long 
delayed, and it seems that your pa- 
tience is being tested almost beyond 
endurance, then is the time to ask, 
Am I standing in the Christ-light? 
The truth about man is that today, 
at this very hour, he is spiritual, not 
material. He is governed by God, 
good, not by false theories of sin and 
disease. In the proportion that the 
individual human consciousness be- 
comes responsive to these profound 
facts of being, sin, and disease are 
seen as illusions, and they are healed. 
They disappear because their unreal- 
itv has been exposed. You may give 
your assent to this in a general way. 
as a child gives its assent to the mul- 
tiplication table before it has learned 
to apply and prove it. That is not 
enough. Intellectual assent or con- 
sent does not take the place of spir- 
itual understanding. Human think- 
ing based on the conventional logic 
of material action and reaction, 
cause and effect, lacks the power to 
heal. It is Christ which heals. 

When your thought is clouded by 
fear, you are shutting out the Christ- 
light. Discouragement, hate, wrong 
desire, self-condemnation, self-pity, 
self-justification, love of ease in mat- 
ter — these shut out the light. You 
must not stand under dark clouds 
like these when you are seeking the 
healing warmth of the Christ-rays. 
If you are sincerely seeking to be 
healed by Christ, you must be willing 
to part from them, even at the cost 
of many a stirring struggle with self. 
Take your stand boldly and patiently 
for Godlikeness, and strive merkly to 
express it. You have nothing to lose. 
Do not let fear or superstition argue 
that you may have to wait until you 
have reached perfection before re- 
ceiving the healing which you seek. 
If that were required, most Christian 
Scientists would sill be waiting for 
their first healing in Christian Sci- 
ence. Right desire is the first step, 
sincerity the second, along the path 
which leads you into the Christ-light. 
Once your feet are planted in that 
path, your healing will come as 
surely as morning overtakes the 
night. Stand in the Christ-light fear- 
lessly. The newborn babe, in spite of 
its ignorance, its helplessness, its 
poverty, finds itself surrounded by a 
mother's love. So does the Christ 
illumine your steps in Christian Sci- 
ence with wisdom, protection, and 
comfort from on high. Not through 
human theories and beliefs, but 
through divine Love, inexhaustible 
and just at hand, Christ comes into 
the modern world with healing for 
you. 

VI. There Is Nq Matter 

To bring Christ into your own 
world, into your own conscious ex- 
perience, there are some mental win- 
dows which you must open. Obedi- 
ence, watchfulness, and self-forget- 
fulness are three which will let in 
much light. With these windows open, 
you will have far less to fear from 
matter and its supposed laws and ac- 
tion. In reality there is no matter. 
Matter is thinking which has gone 
wrong. It is imperfect, incorrect 
thinking. It is ignorant, and some- 



times willfully ignorant, thinking. Do 
not be discouraged because there 
seems to be such a lot of it all around 
you everywhere. Open your mental 
windows wider; turn your gaze up- 
ward. The Christ will pour in its 
rays, awaking you to more harmoni- 
ous thoughts and actions. When you 
give up your faith in matter, you will 
lose nothing which makes for har- 
monious living, true happiness, or en- 
during wealth. Matter, wnatever form 
it may seem to take, testifies to noth- 
ing but the false belief that life has 
a beginning and will have an ending. 
In reality, man's destiny is a much 
higher one than that. Man's destiny 
is to bear eternal witness to health, 
holiness, and immortality. 

Strengthen your hold on life by 
loving more. If a fellow church 
worker has spoken ill of you, forgive 
the mistake and save yourself from 
being harmed by it by loving your 
brother a little more than before. 
Though the friend whom you trusted 
has wronged you, you are still God's 
child, and you cannot be separated 
from good. Protect yourself and up- 
I lift your brother by remembering that 
he too is still God's child. Go on lov- 
I ing him a little more than before. 
When one whom you have helped re- 
turns your kindness with ingratitude, 
remember that you can lose nothing 
by acting in a Christ-like way, and go 
on loving him. You may have heard 
that one who received many benefits 
through Christian Science has turned 
away and is following other paths. 
Only divine Love can bring him back; 
you can keep the window of your love 
open toward him, so that he may 
reach out to you if ever there is need. 
Whenever you find that some chilly 
I wind of fear, hate, doubt, or self-love 
has blown the window of your love 
shut, be quick to open it and'let in th^ 
sunlight again. That is holy living 
and it is healthy living. Living in 
the Christ-light makes you strong and 
enlarges m your dominion. When you 
are loving unselfishly, you are learn- 
ing to love wisely. 

Do not be afraid to declare: "Mat- 
ter is unreal." Say it often. Never 
mind the arguments of the physical 
senses and intellectual knowledge, 
which seem to be contradicting you. 

Don't be disturbed by the odds 
against you. Say it hopefully: "Mat- 
ter is an illusion." Say it with cour- 
age. When you begin to experience 
the effects of this Christlike attitude 
of dominion, you will find yourself go- 
ing a step farther. You will say with 
increasing confidence: "Matter is a 
deceiver." And as, through faithful 
study of the Christian Science text- 
book, "Science and Health with Key 
to the Scriptures," you come to un- 
derstand more fully the unshakable 
soundness of your scientific declara- 
tion, you will find yourself declaring 
with a spiritual understanding whicn 
heals: "There is no matter." Only 
by freeing yourself from the tyranny 
of matter can you bring Christ into 
your world. Never mind if it seems 
to take a long time and your steps 
are slow and faltering. Do not be dis- 
couraged by occasional failures or 
j mistakes. Keep the window of un- 
! selfishness open, and you will be in 
j no danger of falling into mental dark- 
ness. Freedom will come to you step 
by step as you gain glimpses of your 
spiritual and imperishable identity. 
Matter, after all, is only a feeble 
apology for the fear that man can be 
separated from God, who is his Life, 
j All false knowledge based on matter 
j must finally be transformed and must 
| disappear, for sooner or later Christ 
must inevitably inspire all human 
j thought and action. As our faith in 
matter lessens, matter itself will dis- 
appear. There is no matter. Matter 
never really existed anywhere except 
in thought, in thought ignorant of 
God. Man is not built around a bony 
skeleton. He is an idea of God, the 
perfect likeness of his creator. 

In the midst of a world harassed 
by evils, torn by strife, tormented by 
suggestive propanganda. Christian 
Science makes its appeal: "Is it noth- 
ing to you, all ye that pass by?" 
There is need of Christlike thinking 
in the modern world. Nothing but 
good can come, to individuals and to 
nations, from Christlike thinking. 
I And, thanks to Christian Science, 
i there is in the world today more 
. Christlike thinking, more scientific 
thinking, than there ever was before. 
I Enslaving beliefs are being challenged 
j and tested. Hidden wickedness in pri- 
vate and in public life is coming to 
' the light of day. The eyes of mor- 
\ tals are opening to a clearer view 
j of the baselessness of evil. The sooner 
j we learn to let the Christ- ideal gov- 
ern our conduct, the sooner we shall 
be free from the persecutions of evil. 
Through Christian Science we can 
prove that good can never come from 
! evil, and that evil can never triumph 
' over good. The voice of conscience is 
making itself heard in the world more 
clearly, in spite of the din of thwarted 
human will and mad ambition. 

Test for yourself the effects of 
Christian Science on your health, 
i your business, and your home. Bring 
Christ into your own world. Dare to 
have faith in the triumph of good, 
1 Dare to live by that faith. Do it with 
l sincerity. You will never lose by do- 
ing it. When you seem to be hard- 
. pressed, angels will come to your aid. 
1 You will draw strength, wisdom, and 
j comfort from the inexhaustible re- 
I sources of infinite Love. In the face 
: of temptations to believe that you are 
: sick, sinful, poor, forgotten, or un- 
' loved, you will soar to heights of 
' spiritual intuition, and your trust in 
good will command healing and sal- 
vation. John Robinson's prophetic 
message to the Pilgrim Fathers is 
true today: "When Christ reigns, and 
not till then, will the world have rest" 
(see The First Church of Christ, Sci- 
entist, and Miscellany, p. 183). It is 
a grand privilege to behold the com- 
ing of the Christ through Christian 
Science into the modern world. The 
' events in the world of thought which 
began to unfold with Mrs. Eddy's dis- 
covery of Christian Science in 1866 
are of surpassing significance.

AS TO THIS AND THAT 



Probably no other multitudinous ex- 
periments advocated to hasten our 
march toward the 'more abundant life' 
has appealed to the average citizen so 
much as the C. C. C. In brief to en- 
roll young men out of work and sub- 
ject to divers temptations in accord 
with the saying that "Satan finds mis- 
chief for idle hands," to place them 
in country camps where the conditions 
would benefit them physically, men- 
tally, and morally, to pay them wages 
for working and assign the larger part 
of sums received to their indigent 
parents, to return them to their homes 
better fitted to get jobs— all this 
seemed commendable. 

That it has been so successful as 
to create a demand that it be made 
permanent as it ought to be if really 
good seems fairly obvious, and make's 
discussion unnecessary except for the 
purpose of taking it as an example of 
New Deal procedure, namely at any- 
cost to do something that has an ap- 
pearance of being good and that has 
advantageous political angles. 

It would be surprising if ninety- 
nine and nine tenths of those enrolled 
did not feel it a grand idea and na- 
turally parents and friends and di- 
rectors and supervisors, also those 
who sold land and lumber and supplies, 
all like it, but perhaps none of these 
is sufficiently disinterested to form an 
unbiased judgment. 

The writer has observed several 
camps and has talked with many who 
had the opportunity to see their opera- 
tion. It seems clear that in general the 
boys have behaved fairly well. The 
discipline has been somewhat lax nut 
not too bad. The benefits have been, 
aside from the money paid to parents, 
better food and clothing and medical 
and dental care than would otherwise 
have been had, a little educationally, 
probably a fair physical gain from the 
work done in the open. 

The losses have been — to quote a 
sympathetic but keen observer that 
the boys have been receiving pay for 
doing very little, have in short had 
an intensive training in getting some- 
thing for nothing, and that the costs 
have been very heavy. 

The men assigned by the War De- 
partment and the Forest Departments 
to direct the work and not to be con- 
demned on this account. They are nor- 
mal men with careers to think about. 
They know perfectly well that they 
cannot afford to be too insistent, that 
the average Congressman will listen 
all too willingly to complaints of harsh 
'■eouirements, that for them "the line 
of least resistance" is the wise road, 
find so except in cases of flagrant de- 
linquency they have gone along and 
<!one the best that they could. 

The published reports have been en- 
thusiastic over the number of trees 
' lanted. roads cut and so forth; they 
have disclosed almost nothing of the 
time and men employed. Perhaps they 
r mid not but the fact remains that 
intelligent observers have felt that for 
every eight hours of nominal work not 
over two or three hours of aecomplish- 
ment eonld be seen a* a rule, and also 
that a large part of the things done 
were almost in the line of w hat school 
terchers call "busy work," something: 
to fill in time, with some value but not 
much. 

As to costs there has been an inter- 
esting reticence, and one can only ven- 
ture to (five a conservative approxi- 
mation. It appears, however, that if 
all costs be included, every boy enroll- 
ed has cost the government not far 
from $i;250 per year or at that rate. 
If $2"k- be deducted for the work done, 
the net cist has been about $200'> per 
year per boy. 

To the crusader for uplift this cost 
may seem immaterial and to mention 
it mean but it is important. It is of 
course impossible at this time to deter- 
mine how much these boys have been 
benefited or injured, and it may be 
that \i a fair percentage, say twenty- 
five percent, were made into much 
better citizens the result might be 
worth twenty-five percent of the ex- 
j>enditure. It is probable that a mod- 



erate judgement is correct — a few 
have been appreciably helped, a large 
number have been harmed by not, do- 
ing a day's work for a day's pay, the 
rest are about what they would have 
been anyway. A very large aniout of 
money has been distributed and a po- 
litical machine has been strengthened 
a little good and some harm has been 
the result. 

It is usual for those defending New 
Deal panaceas to say that mistakes 
will occur, are normal, will be admit- 
ted and corrected, and to rebuke criti- 
cism as destructive. Not to quibble 
about words although the C. C. C. 
mistakes look more like blunders due 
to ignorant haste and incompetence it 
would be interesting to be advised as 
to when or where any mistakes have 
been admitted. As to critism the only 
kind that is worth anything is the 
unfavorable. And one making it is un- 
der no obligation to submit a blue 
print for its correction. As one rides 
over the roads this spring it is dis- 
tressingly clear that the past winter 
left them in bad condition in all too 
many places. They have cost us a lot 
of money. We have the right and duty 
to ask of the men making them that 
they be more nearly permanent. It is 
their job to do it and not ours to 
tell them how. 

It is at least a tenable proposition 
that our civilization has an economic 
basis, that men began to gain when 
they learned the advantages of sav- 
ing for the tomorrow, that with the 
passing generations tolerance and 
generosity and the widest philanthro- 
py have become established and grown 
as men and nations accumulated re- 
serves, that the folly of careless 
spending is as bad for the nation as 
for the individual since when the na- 
tion spends the burden falls upon all 
of us, rather more proportionately 
upon the lowest wage earners than 
upon the so-called rich. We must have 
good roads, schools, libraries, parks, 
hospitals, asylums, aid for the un- 
fortunate and so forth. We cannot 
possibly do all that we would like to 
do. Hence it is strictly pertinent to 
ask that any new thing prove its case. 
The C. C. C. seems to cost too much 
for what it does.

Tt the Editor of the Star: 

As I observe the stream-lined fire 
apparatus responding to a fire, and 
see perched on top of this modern fire 
apparatus the call firemen, who re- 
ceive $200 a year to throw out their 
chests and look their best fighting a 
glass fire, please remember that I 
am not sore; because here is some 
more: 

Prior to the motorization of the fire 
department equipment to extinguish 
grass fires, the equipment consisted of 
a steamer — Mary Ann, hook and lad- 
der and two hose carriages, all drawn 
by horses. The following named ap- 
paratus was drawn or pulled by hand: 
Black Horse Hose 2, situated opposite 
the Mystic School on Main street; 
Excelsior Hose 3, Swanton street; 
Rumford Hose 4, corner of Main and 
Swanton streets and Hose 5, corner 
of Cambridge street and Foxcroft 
road. 

These various companys consisted 
of ten men each, or in other words. 40 
men received $15 per year. But the 
generous Town Fathers, lo and behold, 
the good Samaritans, increased our 
salary to $35 a year. We were fined 
50 cents if we were absent from a 
fi e. If we did not like the fine we 
were obliged to cheerfully retire in 
justice to the sturdy farmers and 
others who were members of Hose 5. 

I for one believe that they did not 
hear the alarm that was sounded at 
1 o'clock on the morning of March 12, 
1891. The reading on the thermome- 
ter registered two below zero and the 
wind was of gale velocity. In fact 
when we returned to our homes from 
the Welcome House fire it was ne- 
cessary to cut the frozen coats off our 
backs. 

I believe the excellent skill that 
was manifested in battling the con- 
flagration of 47 years ago was th»» 
marvelous coolness of the late Chief 
Engineer, A. Eugene Ayer. the late 
\ssistant Chief Timothy Haley, and 
the splendid co-oneration of James J. 
F'tzeerald and James Noonan.

Frankly pessimistic, Hon. Christian 
A. Herter, of Boston, spoke last Tues- 
day night at the annual meeting of tne 
Winchester Taxpayers' Association 
upon "The Future of Massachusetts." 
The center of population in the United 
States, he said, which was along the 
Eastern coast very close to Massa- 
setts, when our great industrial cen- 
ters were developing, has now moved 
to somewhere in the western part of 
Indiana, so that the great natural ad- 
vantage of being near the markets, 
which Massachusetts once possessed 
is now Jost forever. The result has 
been that there are now employed in 
the great industries of Massachusetts 
less than one half as many people as 
were employed by those industries in 
1920. If the business of Massachu- 
setts is to continue to be anything 
more than a catering to tourists trade 
and the state to be known for any- 
thing other than a center of educa- 
tion, these lifeblood industries must 
be stimulated. There are according 
to Mr. Herter, three possible avenues 
of attack. The first is through labor, 
the second is taxation, and the third 
is through government in general. 
Taxation offers little. The industrial 
cities of Massachusetts — and Massa- 
chusetts has more cities over 100,000 
population than any other state in the 
country — are notorious for their high 
tax rates on real estate. Rates run- 
ning from $33 to $50 a thousand stick 
out like a sore thumb when compared 
to general tax rates on real estate 
throughout the country, ranging 
roughly from $28 in New York City 
to about $15 in Cincinnati. And be- 
cause of politics in our large cities 
there seems to be no relief in sight. 

But surprisingly enough, the gen- 
eral cost of government nas in the 
last 20 years increased only 150 per 
cent in Massachusetts (which is bad 
enough!) whereas the costs of gov- 
ernment have increased in other states 
from 250 per cent in the case of Ma- 
ryland to 2200 per cent in the most 
extreme case of Utah. But it is in 
labor that Mr. Herter sees the only 
real encouragement. Labor conditions 
in our state, although far from per- 
fect- are nevertheless very much bet- 
ter than those prevailing in the in- 
dustrial Middle West. The labor lead- 
ers of Massachusetts are, compara- 
tively speaking, conservative, and the 
famed CIO has made virtually no 
progress in our industrial centers. 
When Firestone opened up his new 
plant in New Bedford, the basic rea- 
son underlying his action was that 
labor conditions in Akron had be- 
come so uncertain and labor so irre- 
sponsible that it became paramount 
for the company to have some anchor 
to the windward as a protection 
against serious labor difficulties there 
and Firestone chose New Bedford be- 
cause it seemed to provide more se- 
curity from labor troubles than gen- 
erally exists through the Middle West. 

At the termination of his speech, 
Mr. Herter invited questions and 
there was a brief period of very in- 
teresting discussion. Mrs. Whitman 
asked if it would not be possible to 
lay off a great many of the state em- 
ployees, without impairing the effi- 
Hencv of the government; to which 
Mr. Herter answered that consider- 
able saving could be made along that 
line and that in the last analysis that 
was the onlv point at which material 
savings could be made in the expense 
of running the state, but that noliti- 
cal'v of coursp it is very difficult to do. 

He added that the genial avera<r n 
of (iw state employees is very good 
+-*A +h*t p\-»n some of the rankest po- 
litical anoointees have subsequently 
turned out to be excellent workers.

' He spoke about the bill permitting ci- 

i ty managers and proportional repre- 
sentation which had that very after- 
noon been a matter of discussion in 
the legislature and which was passed 
last year only to be vetoed by Gover- 
nor Hurley, and Mr. Herter observed 
that the legislation would very likely 
not be enacted until the present Mayor 
of Cambridge was out of office, as it 
is a matter of common knowledge on 
Beacon Hill that Governor Hurley has 
agreed to veto the bill so long as May- 
or Lyons holds forth in his bailiwick. 
Mr. Abbe brought out the point that 
the income tax tended to defeat its 
own ends by so heavily taxing income 
from sources other than earnings that 
many wealthy people well able to 
pay had removed their residence to 
other states, thereby materially re- 
ducing the revenue from this source, 
but Mr. Herter suggested that this 
was probably no different than the 
situation that exists in many other 
states such as New York and Califor- 
nia.

Mercy is a most commendable vir- 
tue. Unfortunately, however, it is 
more often talked about and praised 
than practiced. The irony of that is 
best shown in one of the great mes- 
sages of .Shakespeare in the "Mer- 
chant of Venice." Shylock, the Jew, 
hard and merciless, clamors for his 
pound of flesh, and insists on having 
it to the uttermost. Portia pleads 
with him in that glorious speech in 
praise of mercy: 

"The ipiality of mercy is not strained. 
It droppeth as the gentle rains from heaven 
Upon the place beneath : it is twice blessed. 
It blesseth him that gives and him that tikes. 
It is the attribute of Cod Himself 
And earthly power doth then show like God's 
When mercy seasons justice." 

Suddenly the tables turn. Shylock 
must spill no drop of Christian blood. 
He finds himself in the power of the 
Christians, who thus have an oppor- 
tunity of practicing the mercy they 
had praised. They decide that Shy- 
lock shall only have mercy if he re- 
nounces the faith of his fathers and 
turns Christian. Unless he recants he 
shall be robbed of the last penny. To 
a Jew no mercy shall be shown. 
Shakespeare makes us feel pity for 
a Jew in the hands of Christians. 

The final ground for the practise 
o . mercy Shakespeare expressed in 
whe has been called his noblest defi- 
nition of the essence of Christianity: 

"Though Justice be thy plea, consider this. 

That in the course of justice, none of us 

Should see Salvation : we do pray for mercy. 

But that same prayer doth teach us all to 

render 
The deeds of mercy."

The season of the Winchester 
j Group Theatre ended in a most suc- 
cess! ul presentation of the drama- 
tized Jane Austen comedy, "Pride and 
Prejudice" Saturday night in the high 
school auditorium.

Thoroughly imbued with the air of 
the period_ (1816), the cast gave the 
audience a good picture of the femi- 
nine foibles, the male insuperability 
and the colorful pageantry of early 
19th century costumes and manners. 

Laurels may go to nearly the en- 
tire cast. Dr. Lugene M. I'ollard as 
the prideful Darcy, with his perfect 
counterpart in Harlow Russell as Mr. 
Bingley, did much in the way of tak- 
ing home the greatest part of those 
laurels. Their performances were 
articulate and convincing, and handled 
with a delicacy of touch so needed in 
maintaining the atmosphere of the 
play. Elizabeth Jacobs was excellent 
her best being given in the second 
and third acts. The unusual English 
construction and the long speeches 
in the true Austen manner made for 
difficulty of delivery. No little credit 
is due Miss Jacobs for her careful 
diction and she always kept in evi- 
dence the slight line of differentiation 
between her own background as a 
Bennett sister with a 20th century 
mind, which had to be subjugated to 
the conventions of the period. 

Others who showed hard work and 
a complete understanding of the char- 
acters they portrayed were Mrs. Joy 
A. Woolley as Jane Bennett, the eld- 
est sister; Miss Martha Hill as Miss 
Bingley; Georgia Y. Farnsworth as 
Lady Catherine de Bourg; William 
E. Snaulding as Mr. Bennett; Edmund 
A. Merriam, Jr., as Mr. Wickhara and 
Sherman B. Russell as Mr. Collins. 

Special mention is due Mr. Russells 
portrayal of Collins. His sincerity or 
interpretation gave the right toucn 
to the farcical character who tak>?s 
himself so seriously. Mrs. Lillian R. 
Whitman as Mrs. Bennett. Ralph T. 
Hale as Sir William Lucas, Mhs 
Elizabeth Adrianee as Lydia, Mrs. 
Janet Nichols Dalrympie as Char- 
lotte Lucas and Roger D. Newell as 
Col. Fitzwilliam did admirable work 
in their roles. 

The very necessary, but sometimes 
thankless roles of maid and butler 
were handled expertly by Betsy Jones 
as Hill and Martha and Jacob W. 
Bond as Harris and Martin, both do- 
intr double duty in the lengthy play. 

It is now that superlatives might be 
used without qualms of literary con- 
science, as we hand honors to George 
W. Hayden, Jr., who was responsi- 
ble for the exquisite sets, without 
which the play could not have been 
considered the success it was. Four 
sets were used, their charm lying in 
their utter simplicity and choice of 
color scheme handled by Mrs. Graves. 
The stagecraft displayed in the com- 
plete but simple changes in scenes, 
compared favorably with any profes- 
sional production. The props were 
well chosen and gave truth to the 
production. 

Always difficult, but nonetheless ne- 
cessary, are the few words of criti- 
cism of those actors who failed their 
lines, lost positions and otherwise 
marred the perfection and smooth- 
ness of scene.

During the fiscal year April 1, 1937 
to April I, 1938, our membership in- 
creased from 288 to 453, or more than 
57 per cent, so that the Association is 
now in a very healthy condition. 

At a November meeting', the Board 
of Directors elected F. M. Gunby, pres- 
ident of the Association, Charles Y. 
Wadsworth and Mrs. T. W. Conlon, 
vice presidents. 

The principal local activity during 
the year was an exhibit of hidden tax- 
es in the Locatelli Building during 
March. This worked out so success- 
fully that many other associations in 
the State are putting on exhibits pat- 
terned after ours here in Winchester. 

The directors at a meeting in Feb- 
ruary, after considerable discussion, 
went in record as being opposed to 
the proposed Emergency Relief Tax, 
generally known as the Sales Tax. 

A careful check of local finances 
made through the Town Finance Com- 
mittee disclosed that our Town con- 
tinues to be operated in an economical 
and efficient manner. At a joint meet- 
ing of our directors and the Finance 
Committee, our directors voiced strong 
support of that Committee in opposi- 
tion to the proposed addition of per- 
manent men to the Town police force, 
and we were subsequently successful 
in defeating that measure at the Town 
Meeting. 

We have been constantly in touch 
with the State Federation and report 
that it is continuing its excellent work 
on Beacon Hill and merits our full-sup- 
port. "Yankee Tax Revolt," an article 
in the Readers Digest of March, 1938, 
indicates that this Taxpayers' Feder- 
eration is a movement which is at- 
tracting national attention. 

For 1938-39, your Association pro- 
poses to continue keeping its watch- 
ful eye on local affairs, and in general 
to further honest and efficient govern- 
ment at the least possible cost.

GIRL SCOl T NOTES 

Girl Scouts — Community Asset 

Early in 1936, when the floods that 
raged through the eastern states 
were carrying desolation and disaster 
into nearly all the riverside cities and 
towns, the burden of the work that 
was suddenly put upon the normal re- 
lief agencies was overpowering. Citi- 
zens of all communities volunteered 
for whatever jobs most needed doing, 
in an effort to minimize as much as 
possible the aftermath of the catas- 
trophe. 

In Binghampton. N. Y., n Hart- 
ford, Conn., in Allentown, I'enn., and 
in many other communities, special 
groups of Girl Scouts were among the 
first to offer their sen-ices. 

Girls who had been trained in firs; 
aid and community service threw 
their efforts into assisting district nur- 
ses and local Red Cross workers, car- 
ing for children, cooking for families, 
delivering supplies, assisting in all 
the myriad tasks that confront a city 
which is unorganized for the relief oi 
sudden widespread distress. 
I Those girls did their communities a 
i genuine service. But there are many 
I other scouts, whose activities are car. 
( ried on under less spectacular con- 
j ditions, who serve their communities 
I just as loyally. There are troops who 
; do regular work with district nurses. 
! soup kitchens and community relief 
agencies. There are troops that have 
adopted families, and others that 
serve breakfasts to underweight 
■ children in their schools. Girl Scouts 

have planted thousands of trees in i 
| community parks or waste areas. I 
' They have collected and repaired I 
clothes for the unemployed, they have 
run thrift shops which not only finan- 
I ced the troops, buf became useful re- 
distribution points for community 
i properties. 

The variety of the work is important, 
! because it indicates the extent to 
i which the Girl Scouts are becoming 
conscientious members of the com 
munity at large. The sincerity, care 
i and faithfulness with which the Girl 
! Scouts have earned out all these va- 
| ried projects is even more important, 
i The continued co-operation with the 
1 community of girls of Girl Scout age 
| is a long term investment for both 
the girls and the community. Girls 
! whose interest in civic affairs is 
j awakened through real contact witfl 
I them, will grow up with a clearer 
j knowledge of, and sympathy witn. 
j the problems of the communities in 
j which they find themselves. And tne 
j communities of tomorrow will need 
j such women and will benefit by their 
presence. 

j This year the Girl Scouts are cele- 
| brating their 2. r >th birthday. During 
i these years Girl Scout leaders every- 
where have increasingly applied the 
programs and ideals of the scouts to ( 
1 the daily environments and lives of • 
| the girls. With the assistance and j 
guidance of local agencies they hope j 
and expect to continue to bring tnt 
, Girl Scout programs of health, kind- 
, ness. co-operation, and love of the 
' out doors, into the progressive activ-

Dr. Richard Clarke, who introduced 
the speaker, called attention to the 
fact that methods of preventing and 
treating communicable diseases are 
continually changing and that Dr. 
Eley as Associate Director of Com- 
municable Diseases at the Children's 
Hospital could speak from a vast store 
of experience. 

Dr. Richard Cannon Eley spoke 
first about scarlet fever. It is primar- 
ily a children's disease, rarely found 
in babies under 6 months. Value of 
the Dick test is questioned though it 
it now being tried on a large scale, 
over a ten year period in Xatick and 
Wellesley. Disease does not spread 
easily but requires a good contact. 
Skin tests should be made before the 
anti-toxin is used or terrific reactions 
may result. Convalescent serum, oc- 
casionally used, is difficult to get. 

Diptheria is well under control in all 



sections where Schick treatment is 
used. 

Measles are very serious in children 
under three; 50 per cent have had it 
by the age of five. It may be pre- 
vented or modified after exposure. In 
an average case it is perhaps wiser to 
let the infection run and have a modi- 
fied case with subsequent immuniza- 
tion. 

It is interesting to note that Mass- 
achusetts is the only state in the 
Union where accepted serums and 
vaccines are available free. 

Whooping cough is the only com- 
municable disease to which very 
young- babies have no immunity. 
Fresh vaccine may help a child but it 
must be used four months before ex- 
posure. There are no skin tests which 
will decide the question of immunity. 

Eighty per cent or more of the pop. 
ulation are immune to infantile pa- 
ralysis either naturally or because 
they have had the disease in a mild 
form with no resultant paralysis. 
There are no acceptable vac-ines 
available and none have been used in 
the Children's Hospital for three 
years. Wonderful work is being done 
in the treatments of patients after 
paralysis has taken place. Dr. Eley 
showed pictures of tests and treat- 
ments during the early stages.

BETTER HOMES GARDEN CLUB 
MEETING 

Those members of the Better Homes 
Garden Club who gathered in the Pub- 
lic Library for their regular monthly 
meeting, on April 21, found the even- 
ing's program rich in interest. Prof. 
Donald F. Wyman, horticulturalist on 
the staff of the Arnold Arboretum, 
spoke on woody trees and shrubs, il- 
lustrating his talk with a profusion 
of colored slides, for which the 7000 
specimens at the Arboretum provided 
most of the subjects. Beginning with 
the earliest of spring bloom, our na- 
tive witch-hazel. Dr. Wyman ran 
through the list of familiar material, 
the dogwoods, hawthorns, magnolias, 
azaleas, lilacs, mock-oranges, vibur- 
nums and others, checking the finer or 
newer types in each, and showed slides 
of many rare and lovely specimens 
from the Orient, now obtainable from 
the better nurserymen. 

Dr. Wyman pointed out that inter- 
esting color combinations can be ob- 
tained only bv keeping in mind the 
order o/ flowering, and that shrubs 
should be chosen for form and foli- 
age and decorative fruits as well as 
for bloom. The brilliant fruits of the 
flowering crabs, for instance, make 
them of greater value in the home- 
grounds than the no less showy Ja- 
panese flowering cherries. Dr. Wy- 
man'a talk was not only rich in sug- 
gestions but left his hearers resolved 
to become better acquainted with the 
Arboretum's splendid seasonal dis- 
plays.

Tuesday, May .'5, at 1O.M0, women of 
the Church of the Epiphany will come 
together at a special service, at which 
they will collect and present their 
semi-annual thank offering. 

For 51 years these united thank of- 
ferings have been received and used 
in the Episcopal Church. They spring 
from an old and deep impulse in hu- 
man nature. When one's ship came 
safely home after great perils, one 
gave thanks, and one sent a gift to 
the men who, old and poor, lived by 
the thoughtful generosity of other 
people, younger or more fortunate 
Or when happiness had come in full 
measure, when a son came home safe 
from war, when a king was crowned 
or a young lord rode home from his 
wedding, he turned a thankful thougnt 
into a gift for others. A Boston wom- 
an, Mrs. Richard Soule, 50 years ago 
saw the spiritual significance to wom- 
en of forming the habit of grateful 
thoughts and of turning each of such 
thoughts into a deed. The reminder 
which women began to use was a blue 
box. It has become widely known. 
It stands on heirloom desks in Bos- 
ton. It sits on a shelf in Montana 
kitchens. It reminds women on Mon- 
day, Tuesday, Wednesday of the 
words heard and said on every Sun- 
day, "for it is Thou only that mak- 
est us to dwell in safety." 

It serves equally well those who 
know plenty and those who know- 
dearth. When thankfulness abounds 
but money is lacking, women still find 
ways of turning each thought into a 
deed. There are ways of blue box ac- 
counting that work to send help to 
those in need when nickels and even 
pennies are few and far between. 

Twice each year these offerings are 
collected. They go to open up and 
support mission work near and far — 
"to Hindu villages, to Igorote ilis, to 
Indian reservations, African kraals, 
to isolated farms in Maine and to 
ranches in the Southwest; to the chil- 
dren whom none have blessed, to the 
famished whom none have fed, to the 
sick whom none have visited, to the 
fallen whom none have comforted." 

The thank offering is teaching wom- 
en to give. When the first offering 
was taken, at Chicago in 1886, 500 
women, meeting together, gave less 
than $100. In 1889 the "Thank Of- 
fering" sent a missionary to Japan 
and built a chapel in Anvik, Alaska. 
Now it supports 151 women mission- 
aries and has built schools and hos- 
pitals at home and abroad. 

The thank offering in the Parish of 
the Epiphany is in charge of the pa- 
rish treasurer, Mrs. Clifford Towner. 
The diocesan chairman of the United 
Thank Offering. Miss Josephine Bak- 
er, will also be present at the Win- 
chester service.

NATIONAL AIR MAIL WEEK 

On May 15. the Post Office Depart- 
ment will celebrate the 20th anniver- 
sary of the inauguration of the United 
States Air Mail Service and will ob- 
serve National Air Mail Week, May 
15 to May 21, inclusive. 

The purpose of National Air Mail 
Week is to acquaint the American 
public with the growth of aviation 
and more especially the benefits de- 
rived from use of the Air Mail Serv- 
ice, which has grown from the 218 
mile single route established by the 
Post Office Department between 
Washington and New York on May 
15, 1918, to a comprehensive nation- 
wide system, consisting of some 32,- 
000 routes and with almost 65,000,000 
annual flown miles. 

Air Mail travels three to four times 
faster than ordinary surface mail, 
crosses the continent overnight, and 
costs only three cents more than or- 
dinary postage. 

A special cachet (rubber stamp im- 
pression) will be placed on all Air 
Mail posted ai. this office during Na- 
tional Air Mail Week at the request 
of the sender. This cachet is circular 
in design, with "National Air Mail 
Week" appearing in the outer circle 
and embracing the seal of the Town of 
Winchester, under which is the word- 
ing. "A beautiful New England 
Town. Winchester, Mass." 

As a special local feature of Na- 
tional Air Mail Week an amphibian 
will take off from Horn Pond, Wo- 
burn. on May 19. and will fly all Air 
Mail posted in Winchester and Wo- 
burn on that date to the East Boston 
airport for f-irther dispatch.

With the fishing season on, it might 
be interesting to residents to know- 
about the possibilities here in town. 
Winter Pond has been stocked with 
black bass, pickerel, perch and horn 
pout and the fishing there is good. 
Wedge Pond has also been stocked 
with the same type of fish as Wintei 
but fishing is only fair due to the 
number of minnows on which the fish 
feed. Both these ponds unfortunately 
have largo number* of carp in them. 
These are not only valueless fish, 
hard to catch, etc, but they eat the 
eggs of other fish. Both ponds are 
full of fish called "kibbies or pump- 
kinseed." These fish feed largely on 
the eggs and larvae of mosquitoes. 

Mystic Lake during the last few 
years has been stocked with black 
bass, calico bass, trout, white perch, 
yellow perch, pickerel and salmon. 
How many survived the deluge of 
sewage last year is a question. Some 
did because they have been seen this 
spring. It is said they lived by re 
maining in the many springs at the 
bottom of the lake or else going into 
the brooks which run into it. Sonic 
fine catches of bass, pickerel and 
perch have been made during the last 
few years. A good place to fish is 
father in the narrows in front of tne 
Winchester Boat Club or else from 
" oat in the rear of the Langley es- 
tate, 

ix)ng Pond is an excellent place to 
catch horn pout although they run 
rather small. Merrick's Pond has now 
been drained but many fine catches 
have been made there in years past. 
The pond in the woods above the Win- 
chester Country Club used to have 
an English fish in it called roach but 
this went dry a few summers ago and 
all the fish died. The Pond off Ridge 
street owned by the Smith family is 
now posted as private but there used 
to be good fishing there and we hear 
there still is. The three reservoirs 
arc said by those who know and don't 
get caught to be as good fishing as 
there is in the whole nation. 

Horn Pond in Woburn is excellent 
fishing and it has been stocked by 
the State this year with trout. It also 
contains pickerel, bass, perch and 
horn pout. Whittemore Brook in Med- 
ford still has a few trout and the 
brook which runs from the base of 
our South Reservoir also has trout. 
The brook which runs through | 
the Country Club has trout but 
this is private and fishing forbidden. 
Trout have been caught in the brook 
which runs northerly from the North 
Reservoir. Our Aberjona River seems 
to be bare of fish this year due to 
sewer troubles last year. The Shaker 
Glen brook in Woburn which runs in- 
to Horn Pond has many trout but 
they are hard to catch perhaps due 
to abundant feed. Fish have been 
caught in the Woburn Reservoir on 
the top of Horn Pond Mountain. These 
either came there by having the eggs 
pumped up there in the water or else, 
brought there on wild ducks wings. 

The only fish on which the law is 
off now are trout and perch but it 
goes off on the others soon. There is 
good fishing right here in town but 
watch out and have your license with 
you as the game warden makes fre- 
quent trips around.

Next week is National Music Week. 
There are many "weeks" foisted upon 
a gullible and long-suffering public 
which might well be consigned to ob- 
livion, but there are few who will 
quarrel with the idea of setting apart 
a time, in which to pay tribute to 
music as a cultural, recreational and 
vital force in the lives of all of us. 
The purpose of National Music Week, 
as explained by Mrs. Harold B. Wood, 
chairman of the Division of Music of 
the State Federation of Women's 
Clubs, is "to promote and to stimu- 
late the desire for a variety of ac- 
tivity which will increase the public's 
enjoyment of music." As an actual 
means to this end those directing the 
movement have arranged programs 
designed to demonstrate the progress 
of musical instruction, or to impress 
upon the public the need for better 
support for this important depart- 
ment of education. The year, 10.'18, 
marks the one hundredth anniversary 
of the introduction of music in the 
public schools by Lowell Mason, and 
in many places especial piogiam> 
have been arranged in commemora- 
tion of this epochal event. The key 
thought of Music Week is to awaken 
or intensify the realization of the 
value of music in the life of the in- 
dividual, particularly to the end that 
the community increase its oppor- 
tunities for musical appreciation and 
education. Here in Winchester as an 
introduction to Music Week three 
well known local groups, the Win- 
chester Choristers, the Fortnightly 
Glee Club and the Winchester Double 
Quartet are joining in a concert of 
familiar music to be given this even- 
ing in Fortnightly ( Waterfield) Hall. 
Every effort has been made to pre- 
sent a program which the average 
music lover can understand and en- 
joy so that those who choose to make 
their approach to Music Week through 
the concert will find their experience 
pleasing as well as profitable. Win- 
chester's musical opportunities have 
decreased sharply in late years in di- 
rect ratio to a waning public inter- 
est.

Too little has been made of the ap- 
parent deceit in which the Black ap- 
pointment to the Supreme Court was 
entangled. It will be remembered that 
after the fact of Senator Blacks 
membership in the Ku-Klux Clan was 
broadcast Mr. Roosevelt explained 
that he knew nothing about it except 
what he read in the newspapers. 

It is possible, of course, that this 
was true but to anyone who knows 
anything about the Ku-Klux Clan it 
seems at the best very doubtful. It 
was a matter of general knowledge 
that at the time when the Klan was 
powerful in the South very few men 
in political life felt sufficiently strong 
to refrain from becoming members. 
There were a few thorobreds who did 
not adhere to it. such as Oscar Under- 
wood, but for the ninety nine percent 
comprising the rest of those aspiring 
to office they were vociferously en- 
thusiastic over the Klan. Black in par- 
ticular was voted a life membership 
in token of his importance in the or- 
ganization, and he never was one to 
hide his light under a bushel if he 
thought its prominence would advance 
his political prospects. That Mr. 
Roosevelt could be ignorant of the 



Even the New Deal Administration 
has .-aid, time after time, that pri- 
vate enterprise only, can permanently 
supply real jobs for the unemployed. 

In spite of this full knowledge, al- 
most every conceivable theory has 
been attempted that could handicap 
and prevent business from expanding. 

If the "blow by blow" account of 
the New Deal fight with private 
business should be attempted in chro- 
nological order, business ability to 
stand up at all would be universally 
considered as amazing. 

"The "President's men" have at- 
tacked business on every front -not 
simply by name calling, by unjust 
and burdensome taxation, and by all 
types of threatened legislation, but 
by thf spending of countless billions 
which has so frightened idle money 
that it has gone into Government 
bonds, instead of taking any risk in 
private enterprise and thus hiring 
millions of more people. 

Now it is proposed that billions 
more be spent in "pump priming," 
this in spite of the first pump prim- 
ing having failed. Private enterprise 
will thus be further curtailed (after 
the first effect has worn off) and un- 
employment in business increased 
still mor". 

How under the sun anyone could 
suggest going down the second time 
in order to have a second temporary 
breathing spell before going down for 
the third time is incomprehensible. If 
private capital and private enterprise 
are to be allowed to exist in the» 
United States, it is now time to act 
accordingly before it is too late. The 
Government should stop competing 
with private enterprise through the 
borrowing and spending of money, 
and it should definitely instil confi- 
dence that the savings of the people 
are safe when invested in private 
business, and that such savings are 
to be allowed reasonable profits, if 
re-employment is really desired. 

Unless such confidence is obtained 
immediately and the Government pro. 
gram altered so as to insure the fu- 
ture for such confidence the natural 
results of the New Deal theories will 
be complete centralized control and 
state ownership, for the Government 
will have spent all the resources oi 
the nation. 

Uet not the political cry of relief 
cloud the issue, for there is plenty for 
direct relief locally administered, as i 
it should be done. By instilling con- 
fidence the New Deal could save the | 
billions they propose to spend and 
recovery would be almost instantly 
started* If they want recovery, and 
believe in private ownership and en- 
terprise, why don't they now try the 
simple, sure way?

AMENDMENT TO ZONING BY-LAW 

TOWN OF WINC HESTER 
Adopted at Representative Town Meeting on March 21, 1938 

VOTED, That the town Zoning By-Law be and it is hereby 
amended by so changing the map incorporated in and made a part 
thereof, that the general residence district on both sides of Pond 
Street, including on the northerly and northwesterly side, the 
land bounded westerly by a line 150 feet distant easterly from and 
parallel with Cambridge Street, which is the easterly bound of the 
present business district on Cambridge Street, 150 feet; northerly 
by a line extending from said business district to the southwesterly 
boundary line of the City of Woburn at a distance of 150 feet north- 
erly from Pond Street and parallel therewith at all points, 745 feet; 
northeasterly by said boundary line 33 feet; northwesterly by the 
southeasterly boundary line of said City 2672 feet and easterly, 
southeasterly and southerly by said Pond Street from the point of 
its intersection with the Woburn boundary line to the said business 
district, and including, on the southerly and southeasterly side of 
said Pond Street the land bounded westerly by the said easterly 
bound of the business district on Cambridge Street, 150 feet; south- 
erly and southeasterly by a line extending from said business dis- 
trict to a point distant 100 feet northerly from the northerly line 
of Wickford Road, at a distance of 150 feet southerly, southeaster-

Street from the northwesterly corner of the present business dis- 
trict on the westerly side of said highway to the boundary line of 
the City of Woburn will be 150 feet distant southwesterly from and 
parallel at all points with, the southwesterly exterior line of said 
State Highway as altered and laid out by the Department of Pub- 
lic Works of the Commonwealth by order dated October 11, 193.1. 

VOTED, That the town Zoning By-Law be and it is hereby 
amended by so changing the map incorporated in and made a part 
thereof, that all of the present general residence district on both 
sides of the State Highway called Cambridge Street between Wild- 
wood Street and the present business district at and opposite the 
intersection of said State Highway and Pond Street shall hereaf- 
ter be a part of the single residence district which lies easterly of 
and adjoins said general residence district, and so indicated and 
identified on said map. 

VOTED, That the town Zoning By-Law be and it is hereby 
amended by so changing the map incorporated in and made a part 
thereof, that all of the present general residence district on the 
southwesterly side of the State Highway called Cambridge Street 
as altered and laid out by the Department of Public Works of the 
Commonwealth, by order dated October 11, 1933, between the pres- 
ent business district at and opposite the intersection of said State 
Highwa> and Pond Street, and the boundary line of the City of 
Woburn and so much of the adjoining single residence district "A" 
as lies northeasterly of a line distant 150 feet southwesterly from 
and | arallel at all points with the southwesterly exterior line of 
said State Highway as so altered and laid out, also all of the gen- 
eral residence district on the opposite and northeasterly side of said 
State Highway between the same and said Woburn boundary line 
e\rept so much thereof as lies southerly of a line extending from 
•lid business district to the southwesterly boundary line of said Ci- 
ty of Woburn as shown on said map, at a distance of 150 feet north- 
erly from said Pond Street and parallel therewith at all points in- 
cluding, however, the land between the present and former locations 
of said State Highway, shall hereafter be a single residence dis- 
trict and so indicated and identified on said map. 

VOTED. That the town Zoning By-Law be and it is hereby 
amended by so changing the map incorporated in and made a part 
thereof that the present business district at and opposite the inter- 
section of the State Highway called Cambridge Street with Pond 
Street, said business district being located on both sides of said 
highway, shall hereafter be a single residence district and so in- 
dicated and identified on said map.

"The grass is always greener in 
the other fellow's yard."

Another expert will demonstrate 
how Peat Moss, the substance burned 
by the peasants of Europe, but in a 
more advanced stage of decompo- 
sition, will make your lawn luxuriant 
— how by holding moisture it keeps 
the grass from getting dry and 
parched in summer; and by prevent- 
ing the raindrops from seeping below 
the roots of the grass, it keeps the 
water on top, to aid in rotting the 
fertilizer, so neccessary to making 
rich soil. 

The suggestion is to come earlv 
and avoid the rush, particularly if 
Saturday and Sunday are pleasant;

LIGHTNING DAMAGED PUFFER 
FACTORY 



During the height of last Friday's 
thunder storm a heavy bolt of light- 
ning struck the Puffer Manufacturing 
Co. factory on Swanton street, ripping 
off 60 feet of granite coping, 18 
inches square, and sending quantities 
of brick work crashing through a 
corrugated roof above the railroad 
loading platform of the plant, scat- 
tering thousands of barrel staves 
piled there and crushing a truck 
which was being loaded. A laborer, 
Michael Bottofoco, 56. of 71 Swanton 
street, narrowly escaped death, hav- 
ing left the truck on which he was 
working, just before the crash. 

The Puffer factory, built in 1893 by 
the late Louis Goddu for the manu- 
facture of shoe machinery and later 
housing the McKay Company who 
continued this line, was for some 
years the home of the Puffer Soda 
Fountain and Carbonating Company. 
The Puffer interests still occupy a 
part of the big plant, considered when 
built the most modern industrial 
building in the state. Besides the 
Puffer interests the plant now houses 
the International Cooperage Com- 
pany and BartleU-Thompson, metal 
burnishers. Practically all the dam- 
age done by the storm was to the 
exterior of the building.

Hurley 
to stop fires there during the dry 
season. Captain Brown, in defense >>f 
the canty workers, stated that the 
only fires there were built to burn 
rubbish on rainy days sometime pre- 
vious to the conflagration. Some peo- 
ple who should know local conditions 
state that the fires were started by 
berry pickers because a forest firo 
makes the blueberries come better. 
Five thousand acres of forest were 
burned over, two men burned to 
death and two others are on the dan- 
ger list with severe burns.

The Winchester Art Association's 
long awaited Exhibition of Local Tal- 
ent opened last Sunday in the art gal- 
lery of the public library with a tea 
for members of the association, the 
exhibitors and guests. About 150 were 
present, all evincing the keenest in- 
terest and enjoyment in the work of 
the amateurs shown. 

Tea was served under the direction 
of Mis. Hollia Nickerson with Miss 
Jennie Haskell and Mrs. Charles S. 
Livingstone pouring. Hostesses were 
Miss Mary W. Studley, Miss Helen 
Smiley, Miss Mary Alice Fitch, Mrs. 
Royall N. Hallowell and Miss Nency 
Nickerson. 

The exhibition is a good one and 
especially interesting in view of the 
fact that many of those showing pic- 
tures are beginners. Naturally their 
work should be looked at for signs 
of promise rather than achievement, 
but the judges who selected the sub- 
jects for the exhibition felt that the 
work shown constitutes a creditable 
show. 

With 109 entries it was impossible 
to hang all the pictures, and the 
judges. Miss Katherine Sturgis and 
Mr. Staney Woodward, acted in an 
impersonal manner to choose those 
which, in their opinion, would afford 
the best possible exhibiton. The gov- 
erning board of the Art Association 
and the exhibition committee had no 
voice in the selection, the judges' de- 
cision being final.

"Libel" must rank with the best 
productions seen in Winchester in re- 
cent years. First of all, -the play itself 
is well written, rather deep perhaps 
and undeniably a bit tedious, but 
withal so gripping and so tense with 
poignant emotional appeal that inter- 
est is maintained throughout its 
clever development to the last long 
breath of relief at the final curtain. 

The entire action of the play takes 
place during three days in a King's 
Bench Court at the Royal Courts of 
Justice. Briefly it is concerned with a 
suit for libel instituted by Sir Mark 
Loddon against a British newspaper 
which has stated that he is an impos- 
tor, not a baronet at all but an ad- 
venturer, who has returned from the 
war to osurp the real Sir Mark's 
place in the community and affections 
of Lad- Enid Ixnidon. 

Complicating the situation is Sir 
Mark's own absolute loss of memory 
of events proceeding the time when 
he was shell-shocked during the 
world war, and the appearance of 
several witnesses for the newspaper 
who allege that he is not the titled 
Englishman but one Frank Welling, 
with whom Sir Mark had been im- 
prisoned in Germany and with whom 
he had made his escape. Tattoo 
marks, the loss of a finger and a 
striking resemblance between the two 
men give credence to these allega- 
tions, and it is even claimed that the 
impostor murdered Sir Mark to make 
his own position secure. 

The doubt of her husband evinced 
by Lady Loddon adds to the difficulty 
until her renunciation of him proves 
the shock that unlocks the flood-gate 
of memory for the unhappy baronet, 
resulting in his final justification and 
return to happiness. 

Strength, even unusual strength, is 
demanded of the characters, Sir Mark 
and the counsel for the plaintiff and 
defense, if "Libel" is to prove any- 
thing but a dreary and interminable 
debate. Other characters, of course, 
make their contributions to general 
interest. Lady Loddon and the presid- 
ing justice in larger measure and the 
others in relatively lesser degree, but 
the play stands or falls on the three 
centraf figures who "carry the show." 

So it is that major credit for the 
complete success of the Unitarian 
Players' production must be laid at 
the feet of Messrs. Godwin. Hills and 
Burchard. We feel certain that the 
remaining members of the cast will 
concur and surely those who saw the 
>h«w will not soon forget the inter- 
pretations of these three gentlemen. 

Mr. Godwin's Sir Mark was a very 
real interpretation, increasing in 
depth as the play progressed, never 
exaggerated and always inherently 
strong even when admirably por- 
trayed physical and mental weak- 
nesses were making their most in- 
tense appeal to the sympathies of the 
audience. His performance was at 
all times a vital one. and so com- 
pletely did he submerge himself in 
his taxing role that his apparent ex- 
haustion at the finale was hardly 
feigned. His continuing "en role," 
even at the second curtain call, indi- 
cates the grip which his interpreta- 
tion had upon his imagination. 

It is difficult to separate the char- 
acters, Sir Wilfred Kelling, K. C. 
and Thomas Foxley, K. C. As rival 
counsel they play upon each other 
and are inter-dependent. Mr. Hills as 
Sir Wilfred and Mr. Burchard as Mr. 
Foxley complimented each other 
beautifully, missing none of the op- 
portunities so richly studding their 
strongly written parts, and each 
drawing from the other's excellence 
strength for his own interpretation. 
The exaggerated politeness of their 
"M'larned freind," their thinly veiled 
hostility and contempt, each for the 
other's attainments and position, 
were excellently portrayed and so ad- 
mirably did they conduct their verbal 
fencing that the audience eagerly 
awaited the one while listening at- 
tentively to the other. 

Both Mr. Hills and Mr. Burchard 
were called upon to learn voluminous 
roles and both were faultless in the 
delivery of their lines. Mr. Burchard 
was especially fortunate in his por- 
trayal of the unscrupulous Foxley, 
his fatuous smile and suave hyp- 
ocrisy giving way at will to a sneer- 
ing bmtality or ridiculing ruthless- 
nesa that won him the dislike, and at 
the same time, the admiration of the 
audience. Especially well done was 
his shocked chagrin when questioned 
by Sir Mark about his acquaintance 
with military service. 

Mr. Hills' portrayal of owlish dig- 
nity, shrewd wit, British accent and 
mannerisms and quiet strength as ex- 
emplified in Sir Wilfred were admir- 
ably done, and he was equally happy 
in permitting the audience occasional 
glimpses of real sympathy and under- 
standing beneath the veneer of court- 
room hardness. He was a very human 
figure as he questioned Lady Loddon, 
and again during his final question- 
ing of Flordon, one glimpsed his 
genuine concern for his client. 

Mrs. Townley-Tilson made much of 
what was at best a rather thankless 
role. She was able to display inten- 
sity upon the stand without hysterics 
and her giving way to her emotions 



was convincing without exaggeration. 
In repose she was an attractive young 
matron, and when torn between doubt 
of and love for her suspected husband, 
a most appealing figure. 

Mr. Wadsworth as Mr. Justice Tut- 
tington was not too well cast, but 
was able to give an acceptable por- 
trayal of what might well have been 
a more important and humorous fig- 
ure. The remaining characters were 
more or less incidental, each making 
his or her contribution to the success 
of the performance and in the main 
performing at production level. Mr. 
Burnham and Mr. Wadsworth were 
very acceptable as the junior counsel, 
as were Mr. Spaulding as the associ- 
ate, Mr. Symmes as the obviously 
nervous Major Brampton and Mr. 
Hall as the blackmailing Buckenham. 
Especial mention should be made of 
two outstanding character bits con- 
tributed by Mrs. Lockhart as the big- 
amous Sarah Carleton with a pench- 
ant for the military, and by Mr. Whit- 
man as the Belgian Dr. Flordon. 

Only in terms of the highest praise 
can one speak of Dermot Townley- 
Tilson's portrayal of "Numero 
Quinze," the living wreck of the Ger- 
man soldier who was horribly beaten 
by Sir Mark in a hand-to-hand fight 
during the latter's escape from prison. 
Introduced into the trial in impres- 
sive fashion by Flordon, his vacant 
stare, horridly cocked head, shufflling 
walk and maintained rigidity were so 
cleverly assumed as to constitute a 
real triumph of both makeup and 
pantomime. There were those in the 
audience who found it hard to believe 
that this growsome human wreckage 
was anything but a dummy which is 
after all the highest compliment 
which could be paid Mr. Townley- 
Tilson's exceptional performance. 

For the mechanics of the show, the 
set was excellent, seeming a part of 
the performance rather than an es- 
pecial feature. Lighting was well 
worked out and makeup was good. 

Mrs. Theodore Godwin, Mrs. Harrv 
Goodwin and George W. Hayden. Jr., 
constituted the production committee, 
with Mr Hayden and Mr. Goodwin, 
the stage committee, assisted by Rob- 
ert Jackson, George Cumings, Ken- 
neth Pratt, James Woolley and Fred 
Cole. Mrs. Lyndon Burnham, Miss 
Gretchen Stone and Mrs. Alger Bunten 
were in charge of properties and cos- 
tumes, and Miss Rosamond Rivinius 
was prompter.

We are the arbiters of our fate, the 
masters of our own destiny.

And let us not overlook the matter 
of obligation. What ought we to do? 
What is the demand of duty? What is 
the call of the Almighty? Sometimes 
the path may indeed lie in the direc- 
tion we desire to travel. It is quite un- 
necessary to think that one must al- 
ways do the thing he does not want 
to do to be in God's favor, and that 
the thins: we have an inclination to do 
is the wrong thing. Indeed, on many 
an occasion it has seemed to us that 
the task we would like to undertake 
is most presumably the one God would 
have us perform. We are inclined to 
think this is the rule rather than the 
exception. But there are times and 
occasions, it may be exceptional ones. 



when the call is directly opposed to 
our desires and wishes. We shrink 
back from it. We do everything hu- 
manly possible to avoid it. But it 
seems so direct and positive that there 
does not apper to be any doubt about 
our responsibility to undertake the 
undesiieable and distasteful task. 

Under no condition should we ever 
"choose" to refuse, remembering our 
great example, Christ, who chose not 
to please Himself, but surrendered 
all that He might save you and me.

WINCHESTER HOSPITAL REPORT MARCH 31, 1938 



Annual Report of the Executive Committee 

The work of the Winchester Hospital has gone forward during the past 
year without any radical change. The use of the Hospital has increased 
about \ r ?< , reaching a total of 16,064 patient days. 

Somewhat more than half the patients continue to come from communi- 
ties outside of Winchester. The service required jhows a little more busi- 
ness in the wards than in private rooms and the demand for semi-private 
rooms runs to about half that of either of the other two. Demand for this 
service seems to be increasing more than either of the others. 

In November. 1937 we became a member of the Affiliated Hospital Serv 
ice Corporation of Massachusetts. This is a cooperative non-profit organi- 
zation for providing for the costs of hospital care through group insurance. 
We anticipate that in time this organization may have a material effect on 
the attitude of the public toward hospitalization by providing in advance for 
the expense involved. We were convinced that many people in our commun. 
ity were joining the movement and would eventually call on us for service 
under the contract. 

During the first part of the year, we were faced with rising costs of food 
and supplies, the average increase for the year being 10' r. We have had 
to increase wages generally throughout the staff, but more particularly 
those of the nursing staff. We feel the need of being able to increase wages 
further, partly in recognition of the loyalty and superior qualities of our 
staff, and partly to maintain our position in comparison with other hospitals 
as to standards of nursing ability. However, we have gone as far in 
wage increases as the Hospital finances permit and have not lost any ground 
in the quality of our personnel. Practically speaking, we have given the 
profits from increased business and fortunate management to the staff in 
increased wages. There is no question that our staff deserves all the re- 
muneration they are getting and we are happy to have been able to go as 
far in this direction as we have. 

An arrangement has been in operation nearly a year whereby a person 
in our employ continuously automatically receives an increase in wages at 
the completion of the first year and thereafter at stated intervals receives 
further increases in pay. The plan appears to promise a more satisfactory 
approach to this difficult problem both for the staff and the management, 
and so far has improved relations in the Hospital. 

We have been very fortunate in the amount of money coming to us from 
benevolent and charitable sources. Two gifts of $10,000 each from generous 
and interested friends enabled us to pay off the mortgage. The gifts were 
designated for this purpose and leave our property with no mortgage. 

The campaign for funds in October, 1937, under the leadership of Mr. 
Bird reached its goal of $10,000 in spite of unfavorable general business 
conditions. The Winton Club has continued to furnish linen for the Hospital 
amounting in value to $1,478.07 and has given us $500.00 additional for gen- 
eral purposes. The En Ka Society has continued its work in the mainten- 
ance and upkeep of the Nurses Home which represents a considerable sum 
of money. Also, they have contributed a delivery bed, four beds for semi- 
private rooms, and an incubator amounting to $688.09. The Horse Show 
Committee gave an operating room light $130.00 and continue to pay 
monthly for the upkeep expenses of the operating room suite. The Winsor 
Family continued its annual gift of $250.00 in memory of their father Dr. 
Winsor of this town. Mr. and Mrs. Harry C. Sanborn presented us with 
a new microscope amounting to $170.00. A large number of individuals 
had continued their annual contributions amounting to $3,143.00 in advance 
of or in addition to the general campaign. We are very grateful for the 
contributions and interest of these organizations and individuals. They en- 
able us to continue a service to the community that would be impossible 
otherwise and assure us of the continued interest of the organizations and 
the community at large in the Winchester Hospital. 

Every year brings new demands for replacing or improving our equip- 
ment, some of which are imperative requirements. The past year saw the 
completion of a fairly thorough overhauling and modernization of our heat- 
ing system, replacement of two important machines in the laundry, new re- 
frigerators in the diet kitchens, an added refrigerator in the laboratory, and a 
new steam table. We have just arranged for the installation of an auto- 
matic sprinkler system in the Nurses Home. This has been urgently needed 
for the safety of the nurses and the building, and will also effect some sav- 
ing in insurance. 

Interesting items among others in the upkeep of the building have been 
a new linoleum floor in the nursery, and sound absorbing ceilings in two 
utility rooms and one diet kitchen which have increased the comfort and 
desirability of the nearby private rooms. 

We know that the coming year will require some major renewals of 
equipment in the main kitchen. 

These needs are evidences of a healthy condition. The Hospital is being 
used thoroughly and effectively, and occasionally is full to its nominal capa- 
city. The staff, both nursing and housekeeping, will make no compromise 
as to the quality of service. To maintain the high standards they strive for 
requires modern equipment of proven value. We respect them for this and 
intend to cooperate by giving them the best we can afford. 

We have frequent evidence from the Medical and Surgical Staff and 
from the patients of their appreciation of the service being maintained by 
the personnel throughout the Hospital. 

Mr. Frank Crawford has continued as Business Manager, and Miss 
Dempsey as Superintendent of Nursing. Miss Delaney, who was on leave of 
absence for a year, has returned to her former position as dietitian. A co- 
operative arrangement between the X-Ray Technician and the Laboratory 
Technician has made service available in either of these departments at any 
time, day or night, in case of emergency. 

The Executive Committee appreciates the cooperation of the Surgical 
Staff in arranging for a representative to be present at our meetings. Dr. 
Clark's regular attendance in this capacity has been of value in many of 
our discussions. We desire to express our thanks to him and to them for 
this and other evidences of cooperation.

Annual Report of the Staff 

The staff has held regular meetings on the second Tuesday of each 
month during the past year txcept in July and August. 

A special meeting of the Staff with Dr. Blaisdell, of the Boar 1 of Health 
and Mr t Dinneen was held on April 27. 1937 to discuss the typhoid epidemic 
then affecting certain cities and towns in the Merrimae Valley. The Staff 
made certain recommendations as to the care of the cases existing in Win- 
chester together %vith the quarantine regulations. With the cooperation of 
the physicians of Winchester, the Boar ! of Health and the Visiting Nurse 
Associaton the epidemic was soon under control. 

In May Dr. Gaylord Anderson was the guest speaker at the Staff meet- 
ing. His subject "The Present Situation in Regard to Typhoid and Paraty- 
phoid Infections" proved very interesting. 

A joint meeting of the Executive Committee and the Credential Com- 
mittee was held in September to discuss and recommend a definite policy 
to the Staff in the matter of the admission to the Staff of graduates of 
non-recognized medical schools. 

At the October meeting the following motion was passed, on recom- 
mendations of the Executive and Credential Committees: that no application 
for admission to the Staff be accepted unless the applicant fulfills the' re- 
quirements of the American College of Surgeons for admission to the Staff 
of a Class A Hospital. 

The average attendance of members of the Regular Staff during the 
past year has been nine. 

The average attendance of members of the Regular, Courtesy and Con- 
sulting Staffs has been 13. 

Three members of the Staff have assumed the role of patient during the 
past year. Two members, Dr. Harmer and Dr. Quinn, have had permanent 
marks of identification affixed by the surgeon's scalpel. Dr. Harmer has 
fully recuperated and Dr. Quinn is well on the road to recovery following 
a nephrectomy. Dr. Stephens suffered a fracture of the spine late last 
year and after recuperating in Florida, is present with us tonight. 

Seven applications for membership on the Courtesy Staff have been ac- 
cepted. 

Two applications for admission to the Courtesy Staff and two for ad- 
mission to the Regular Staff have been denied. 

Two joint meetings of the Choate Hospital and Winchester Staff, one 
at the Choate Hospital and one at the Winchester Hospital, have been held 
for the purpose of discussing problems common to both institutions and to 
provide for cooperation between the two Hospitals particularly with regard 
to the X-Rav and laboratory departments.. 

The Staff wishes to express its gratitude to the Directors of the Hos- 
pital: to the Manager. Mr. Crawford and to the Nursing Staff for their co- 
operation dut'.ng the past year.

The securities shown above

Fixed assets were brought onto the books on March 31, 1934 at the 
values determined by independent appraisers. Depreciation has been taken 
during the year at the rate of 2% per annum on buildings, and 10% on fur- 
niture and equipment. 
Insurance Prepaid — $527.20 

The above amount represents the portion of insurance premiums which 
had been paid in advance. 
Accounts Payable— $3,196.85 

This balance represents the indebtedness of the hospital for current ex- 
penses as of March 31, 1938. 
Free Bed Funds— $121.99 

The unused balance in the free bed accounts as of March 31, 1937 
amounted to $229.39. During the year income received which was re- 
stricted to this particular purpose amounted to $3,804.95. After applying 
the cost of free beds and services, amounting to $3,912.35, there remains a 
balance of $121.99, as shown above. 
I napportioned Funds Received from Drive — $5,191.64 

As mentioned above, the receipts from the Drive amounted to $8,899.95. 
Th'is amount is being apportioned to income monthly, and for the period Nov. 
1, 1937 to March 31, 1938, $3,708.31 had been taken into income, leaving a 
balance of $5,191.64, to be apportioned over the seven months ending Octo- 
ber 31, 1938. 

Trustees' Funds— $214,074.74 

Funds under the control of the Trustees amount to the above figure. 
Surplus Value of Capital Investment — $275,785.52 

This amount represents the value of capital investment after giving 
effect to the appraised value of the property. During the year $20,000.00 was 
donated to the Hospital to be used to pay off the balance of the mortgage. 
This amount was credited directly to Surplus and is not included in the 
Profit and Loss Statement. 

General 

Income from patients during the year has increased $10,135.35 as com- 
pared with the previous year, whereas general expenses have increased $10,. 

The net loss for the year before giving effect to donations and depre- 
ciations amounted to $1,092.76. Depreciation has been taken amounting to 
$9,411.89, making a total loss of $10,504.65. 

Donations during the year amounted to $9,770.47, leaving a net loss of 
$734.18.

TOWN OF WINCHESTER 
Adopted at Representative Town Meeting on March 21, 1938 

VOTED, That the town Zoning By-Law be and it is hereby 
amended by so changing the map incorporated in and made a part 
thereof, that the general residence district on both sides of Pond 
Street, including on the northerly and northwesterly side, the 
land bounded westerly by a line 150 feet distant easterly from and 
parallel with Cambridge Street, which is the easterly bound of the 
present business district on Cambridge Street, 150 feet: northerly 
by a line extending from said business district to the southwesterly 
boundary line of the City of Wobum at a distance of 150 feet north- 
erly from I'ond Street and parallel therewith at all points, 715 feet: 
northeasterly by said boundary line .'13 feet: northwesterly by the 
southeasterly boundary line of said City 2672 feet and easterly, 
southeasterly and southerly by said I'ond Street from the point of 
its intersection w ith the Woburn boundary line to the said business 
district, and including, on the southerly and southeasterly side of 
said I'ond Street the land bounded westerly by the said easterly 
bound of the business district on Cambridge Street. 150 feet; south- 
erly and southeasterly by a line extending from said business dis- 
trict to a point distant 100 feet northerly from the northerly line 
of Wickford Road, at a distance of 150 feet southerly, southeaster-

VOTED. That the town Zoning By-Law be and it is hereby 
amended by so changing the map incorporated in and made a part 
thereof, that the division line between the northeasterly part of the 
single residence district "A" and the general residence district on 
the southwesterly side of the State Highway called Cambridge 
Street from the northwesterly corner of the present business dis- 
trict on the westerly side of said highway to the boundary line of 
the City of Woburn will be 150 feet distant southwesterly from and 
parallel at all points with, the southwesterly exterior line of said 
State Highway as altered and laid out by the Department of Pub- 
lic Works of the Commonwealth by order dated October 11, 1933. 

VOTED, That the town Zoning By-Law be and it is hereby 
amended by so changing the map incorporated in and made a part 
thereof, that all of the present genera] residence district on both 
sides of the State Highway called Cambridge Street between Wild- 
wood Street and the present business district at and opposite the 
intersection of said State Highway and Pond Street shall hereaf- 
ter be a part of the single residence district which lies easterly of 
and adjoins said general residence district, and so indicated and 
identified on said map. 

VOTED. That the town Zoning By-Law be and it is hereby 
amended by so changing the map incorporated in and made a part 
thereof, that all of the present general residence district on the 
southwesterly side of the State Highway called Cambridge Street 
as altered and laid out by the Department of Public Works of the 
Commonwealth, by order dated October 11, 1933. between the pres- 
ent business district at and opposite the intersection of said State 
Highway and Pond Street, and the boundary line of the City of 
Woburn and so much of the adjoining single residence district "A" 
as lies northeasterly of a line distant 150 feet southwesterly from 
and parallel at all points with the southwesterly exterior line of 
said State Highway as so altered and laid out, also all of the gen- 
eral residence district on the opposite and northeasterly side of said 
State Highway between the same and said Woburn boundary line 
except so much thereof as lies southerly of a line extending from 
said business district to the southwesterly boundary line of said Ci- 
ty of Woburn as shown on said map, at a distance of 150 feet north- 
erly from said Pond Street and parallel therewith at all points in- 
cluding, however, the land between the present and former locations 
of said State Highway, shall hereafter" be a single residence dis- 
trict and so indicated and identified on said map. 

VOTED. That the town Zoning By-Law be and it is hereby 
amended by so changing the map incorporated in and made a part 
thereof that the present business district at and opposite the inter- 
section of the State Highway called Cambridge Street with Pond 
Street, said business district being located on both sides of said 
highway, shall hereafter be a single residence district and so in- 
dicated and identified on said map. 

I hereby certify that the foregoing is a true copy of amend- 
ments to the Zoning By-Law, adopted by the Town of Winchester, 
Mass. at an adjourned session of the Representative Town Meet- 
ing of March 17.

To the Editor of the Star: 

In answer to many questions in 
Germany's recent activities in Cen- 
tral, Europe, may the writer take ad- 
vantage of your columns to point 
out one or two things which may be 
of interest? 

First of all, Hitler is determined 
that Germany shall be self-sufficient 
in case of another blockade and to 
this end the people are swamped with 
•'encirclement" propaganda. So far is 
this idea carried that a great amount 
Of money is being spent to produce 
synthetic substitutes even though the 
real thing can be purchased cheaper 
abroad and stored, this is especially 
true as to gasoline. Germany has 
made great strides in these "Ersatz" 
goods but vegetable oils, nickel and 
tungsten, chromium and bauxite for 
the aluminum alloys, of which she 
uses a great quantity, she can never 
produce. Yet without them how can 
net factories run, what would happen 
to her air force and mechanized 
forces ? She gets Bauxite from Yu- 
goslavia and bauxite she must have. 

This self-sufficiency mania of Hit- 
ler's is but a dream within the present 
frontiers of Germany; he realizes this 
and intends to make the dream be- 
come a reality. What is the answer? 
Extend the frontiers. A proposed 
alternative one often hears offered is 
to return Germany's pre-war colon- 
ies but her possessions were mostly 
undesirable, they had cost her more 
than she had received and provided 
only one-half of one percent of her 
total trade, furthermore there were 
less than 20.000 Germans in them. 
This colony idea makes good propa- 
ganda but Hitler is not really inter- 
ested in them. South-West Africa is 
one of the few ex-German colonies 
where white families can live; the na- 
tives of Tanganyika are not anxious 
to go back under German rule and 
there are five million of them to 8500 
Europeans. Tanganyika does not pro- 
vide any raw material except colton 
and no great quantity of that. In 
Togoland and the Cameroons, Ger- 
many had less than 2000 people; she 
is definitely uninterested in the is- 
lands Japan received but is interested 
in the unexplored parts of New Guin- 
ea which she lost, there is gold and 
copra there. 

Now if you will notice in what de- 
mands Germany does make for col- 
onies, the emphasis is not on return 
of her old colonies but demand for 
colonies, she wants an entirely differ- 
ent kind of empire; but more than all, 
she wants the unjust stigma of brutal 
administration of her former colonial 
empire, removed. As a matter of fact 
her colonial policy was scientific. The 
colonial question is really one of pres- 
tige and diplomacy it is one of Hit- 
ler's bargaining clubs but the Ger- 
man people feel very strongly about 
it. Undoubtedly they have a legal 
claim and sooner or later the question 
must be faced, there must come a 
colonial redistribution and then the 
one weakness of the "righteous" Ger- 
man stand will be, that they will for- 
get their agitation for "return our 
stolen colonies" and demand more 
fruitful territories. 

As to Czechoslovakia. The Nazi 
movement in Czechoslovakia would 
die a natural death without German 
agitation. The people are Bohemians 
(in the portion of the country claimed 
by Hitler) without any political as- 
sociations with Germany and with a 
culture of their own. You cannot com- 
pare them with the people of Danzig 
or Memel. They are called "Sudeten 
Germans." But Hitler declares Czech- 
oslovakia stole three and one-half 
million Germans and has treated them 



as a shameful minority. The discon- 
tent among these people is hea.led by 
Henlein, not a particularly strong 
character, and they have real grounds 
for complaint. There is much mote 
unemployment in the German districts 
than in the Czech and the Germans 
have not been fairly treated in gov- 
ernmental positions, German schools 
have been closed without adequate 
reason. Here Benes has unwisely giv- 
en Hitler a moral reason for inter- 
vention. Behind all this, Hitler knows 
Czechoslovak! is enormously wealthy 
and strong, the Czech frontier forti- 
fications are amongst the most com- 
plete in Europe and he knows the 
Czechs will never cede any part of 
Bohemia to Germany. Hitler's aim 
to recover these Sudeten Germans can 
only lead to war. Don't forget the 
enormous munition works in Czecho- 
slovakia. 

Danzig is certainly an international 
question. It is very important to Po- 
land. The people have been deprived 
of the political and legal rights guar- 
anteed to them by the Ixague and are 
practically Nazified. But Hitler does 
not want to alienate Poland so it looks 
as though he may have gone as far 
as he dares here for the present. 

Memel is a very sore point. The 
Lithuanians grabbed it in 1!»2.'5 and al- 
though Germany claims the inhabi- 
tants are predominantly German, this 
is doubtful. It is true nine out of 10 
are Protestant while Lithuania is a 
Catholic country. The German lang- 
uage is not recognized and unques- 
tionably the Lithuanians' conduct 
throughout has been that of the Na- 
zis themselves. Memel is important 
to Lithuania as it is its only seaport 
and tn Germany because it brings her 
troops to the Russian border and stops 
Russia's fleet in the Gulf of Finland. 
Here you have the really important 
spot — Germany cannot count on cross- 
ing Poland, but with the small Bal- 
tic States under her control she has 
Russia in a most uncomfortable posi- 
tion. Hitler is adamant on the Me- 
nu 1 question, it is banned as bargain- 
ing tool and he will never rest until it 
is again part of the Third Reich al- 
though the people of Memel are not 
keen about it. Hitler's pact with Po- 
land runs to H»44 and Poland does not 
like the Soviet-Franco alliance. How- 
ever Poland, as usual, remains on the 
fence — a most important percher. Fin- 
land has strong Nazi tendencies; I-at- 
via, ETsthonia and Lithuania will be 
immediately occupied if Germany ex- 
pands beyond Austria.

SAMUEL A. VANNER 

Samuel A. Vanncr of 51 Mystic 
Valley Parkway, former sales mana- 
ger of W. F. Schrafft & Sons Corpor- 
ation, candy manufacturers, and a 
well known resident of Winchester 
for more than 20 years, died Friday, 
May fi, in a Boston hospital after a 
short illness.

CALUMET CLUB ( LOSES 

Winchester's Oldest Social Organiza- 
tion Ends Days 

With the foreclosure sale on Tues- 
day, the Calumet Club on Dix street, 
Winchester's oldest social organiza- 
tion, closed. For over 68 years the club 
had been a symbol in town affairs, 
but changing conditions and activities 
gradually created inroads in its mem- 
bership, and during the past few- 
years it had only been kept in exist- 
ence through the efforts of a small 
group. The foreclosure of the mort- 
gage was finally taken and the club 
is now being liquidated under the 
direction of its last treasurer, Mr. 
Ober Pride, assisted by Mr. Joseph 
W. Worthen, 'appointed liquidating 
agent. 

The final meeting of the board of 
governors of the club was held on 
Saturday night. 

The club was originally organized 
in 1870; on March 5 of that year nine 
gentlemen — Thomas P. Aver, Arthur 
E. Whitney, John A. Ross, George G. 
Stratton, C. L. F. Bridge, George H. 
Carter, Henry P, Johnson, T. W. 
Prince and Thomas W. Spurr — met 
at Mr. Spurr's house and laid the 
foundation for the "Winchester Young 
Men's Association." A few days later 
the club was finally organized, pro- 
vided with a president — Mr. Ayer — 
a constitution and by-laws, and a 
home — a room in Lyceum Building. 

In its early years the Young Men's 
Association not only afforded a con- 
genial social life for its members but 
was active in providing entertain- 
ments, lectures, concerts, amateur 
dramatics and dancing parties for the 
lest of the town. 

It soon outgrew its single room in 
the Lyceum Building and rented an- 
other, and with the completion of the 
Miller Block on Pleasant street (now 
Mt. Vernon street), it occupied the 
whole second floor of that building 
with its club rooms. At about the 
same time — April 10, 188(5 — the asso- 
ciation voted to change its name to 
the Calumet Club, and by 1802 it had 
so increased in membership that it 
was able to buy land on Dix street 
next south of the Congregational 
Church and build thereon the com- 
modious and attractive club house it 
had since occupied. 

The Calumet Club has included in its 
membership a large proportion of 
townsmen who have been active in 
the affairs of Winchester. At one 
time its roll contained 850 names, the 
list including many men distingirshed 
in town. State and National affair*. 
It has taken its share in all civic and 
community movements, while it has 
existed primarily for the social pur- 
poses which all such organizations 
are meant to serve. 

The present owner of the property 
is the Winchester National Bank, and 
the fittings of the large club house will 
be sold under the direction of the li- 
ouidators. Just what will be the final 
disposition of the property is not de- 
termined. It has l>oen variously con- 
sidered for purchase by the Masonic 
bodies in Winchester, the Elks ana 
others, and has been favored by many 
as a desirable plant for the Winches- 
ter Recreational Center since this 
feature of our town government bids 
fair to become a permanent fixture.

Sherared Clay, retired Boston men's 
wear dealer and long identified with 
the glove business in New England, 
died Sunday evening, May 8, at his 
home, 22 Lloyd street, after a three 
weeks' illness with heart disease. He 
had been for some time in failing 
health. 

Mr. Clay was 79 years old and a 
native of Plymouth, N. H., the son of 
Jonathan and Mary (Oilman) ( lay. 
He received his education in the Ply- 
mouth schools and as a youth became 
associated with Jason Fletcher Draper 
of the Draper, Maynard Company 
who taught him the glove business.

WOMEN'S REBELLION 



Winchester, Mass. 

May 12, 1938 

My dear Mr. Wilson: 

I wonder if you would care to give 
a little space to what seems to many 
of the women all over the country 
a wonderful opportunity for con- 
structive work toward straightening 
out the badly tangled National situ- 
ation,- and w ith particular stress laid 
upon the financial outlook. 

Fur several years I have felt that 
while on every side one heard criti- 
cism and condemnation, no one did 
anything to, so to speak, spike it, or 
make a move in the right direction. 
Two weeks ago we read in the New 
York Times, and in the Transcript of 
the Women's Rebellion started in 
Suffern, N. Y. by two housewives, — 
Mrs. Louise C. Bispham, wife of the 
rector of Christ Protestant Episcopal 
Church, and Mrs. Sarah Oliver Huls- 
wit. wife of the manager of the Rock- 
land County ( N. Y.) Gas Co. The 
leaflet which they drew up, 30,000 of 
which they distributed, and which was 
given in the paper, seemed so sane 
and so much to the point that I wired 
them saying I was interested and was 
calling a meeting at my home and 
would appreciate having a few of 
their leaflets. I called several friends, 
asked each to ask three more, and it 
resulted in my having 53 here on the 
following Tuesday. We decided to 
form a non-partisan group to study 
in what way we could be most effec- 
tive in combating the terrific spend- 
ing and often ill-judged apportion- 
ment in both State and National af- 
fairs, and listened to a very interest- 
ing address by Mrs. Robert W. Lovett 
of the Mass. Federation of Taxpay- 
ers. We had a discussion and ques- 
tion period following. We had a sec- 
ond meeting today when between 75 
and HO were present and listened to 
an address by Mrs. Woodward of the 
National Economy League. We then 
elected a committee, headed by Mrs. 
Rae Horner to look up with Mrs. 
Woodward's help what it is advisable 
for us to study this summer, and are 
to have a meeting on May 24, at 10:30 
a. m.| the place to be determined as 
soon as possible, and when we have 
decide ! upon it I will get word to 
you, as we would welcome any women 
who would be interested to join us, 
and we feel we can reach them best 
through the columns of your paper. 
We are asking 50 cents dues to de- 
fray the costs, but would like all 
those interested to come to this next 
meeting whether they care to join or 
not. We are very much encouraged 
at the great interest shown and cer- 
tainly hope we may bring about, or 
at least help, some of the much- 
needed reforms. 

We have already got a great many 
of the fliers in circulation, and any 
who would like them may have them 
by applying to me. I am sending a 
few for your perusal.

HORACE FORD IN NEW 
QUARTERS 

One of the most attractive ice 
cream shops and restaurants in this 
vicinity is the fine new establishment 
opened last week by Horace Ford at 
7 and 9 Winchester terrace in the 
new wing of the Locatelli Building. 
The shop may be reached either 
through the attractive courtyard from 
Thompson street or along the new 
walk from either Main street or Wa- 
terfield road. 

Modelled much after an old fash- 
ioned coffee shop, the new shop has 
all the attractiveness of Colonial de- 
sign, with high wainscotting of 
knotty pine stained to match the 
maple of the low-backed booths, 
tables, chairs and fountain shell. 

The walls are plain buff or covered 
with paper having a buff ground and 
nautical figures in brown and orange. 
The ceiling is white stipple and the 
fixtures replicas of old Colonial 
lamps, those on the wall having round 
metal reflectors. Individual maple 
candle-stick lamps are in the booths 
and on the tables. 

Covering the floor is an attractive 
linoleum shading from deep slate to 
green with a light-green square design 
and green flecking. Attractive rust 
colored drapes, shot with harmoniz- 
ing colors edge the small-paned win- 
dows and on the wide window-ledges 
fronting the river are brass candle- 
sticks, a small brass tea-kettle and a 
model of an old fashioned coach. 

The main room of the shop contains 
the fountain and both booths and 
tables. A smaller room, looking out 
into the courtyard is slightly above 
the main room and is furnished ex- 
clusively with tables. Every facility 
for the quick and efficient prepara- 
ion of food is included in the modern 
kitchen, and like Ford's old shop, the 
new establishment is completely air- 
conditioned. 

Manager Benjamin W. Hills states 
that the new shop will accommodate 
about 00 persons. Entirely new is the 
roof garden with accommodations for 
about 20 persons who like to eat out- 
of-doors. 

The outlook, especially from the 
main shop is most attractive, the wide 
leaded windows affording a view of 
the river and across the Parkwav to 
the Unitarian Church and High 
School corner.

Wins Sixth Title. Winchester in 
Second Place 



"Mel" Wenner's Belmont High 
School track team won its sixth Mid- 
dlesex interscholastic title in eight 
starts last Saturday afternoon at the 
Belmont Athletic Field, scoring 107 
points for an overwhelming triumph.

Work was commenced this week on 
the construction of a playground on 
the so-called Ginn Field which is lo- 
cated between the Aberjona River, 
the Boston & Maine Railroad tracks 
and Bacon street. The field is to be 
constructed as a W. P. A. project and 
Park Commissioner George T. David- 
son states that it will include three 
tennis courts and a baseball diamond. 
It is possible that provision will also 
be made for a soccer gridiron and 
some horseshoe courts. 

The Park Board hopes to have the 
tennis courts available for use by the 
middle of June, but the field itself 
will probably not be ready until next 
spring. Several trees must be re- 
moved and the surface raised consid- 
erably in places to make it level. 

The tennis courts will be placed at 
the northerly end of the field just to 
the left of the small footbridge. The 
footpath which extends through the 
field will be eliminated and those who 
wish to cross the field will do so by 
the road built during the construction 
of the sewer and extending through 
from Manchester Field to the station. 
Six hundred feet of water pipe have

The Board has sent a letter of com- 
mendation to Officer John J. Murray 
through Chief Rogers for his con- 
duct of the case of Robert Hammond 
whom he apprehended in a stolen au- 
tomobile. Such alertness on the part 
of a Winchester officer is gratifying 
to the Board and deserving of special 
comment. 



Robert Hammond, 16. of 848 Main 
street was shot and critically wound- 
ed by Patrolman John J. Murray of the 
Police Department about 11:30 Mon- 
day forenoon as he pulled a gun upon 
the officer while trying to escape af- 
ter being stopped while driving an 
alleged stolen automobile on Mam 
j street at Symmes corner. 

According to the Police account of 
I the affair. Officer Murray, while on 
| duty in the cruiser near Symmes Cor- 
ner, picked up on his radio the mes- 
sage that a Ford sedan, registration 
20378, had been stolen in Stoneham. 
Making a note of the number, he 
started for the Mystic School to do 
traffic duty there while the young- 
sters left the building for their homes. 

As he approached the school he 
spotted the stolen car approaching 
him in a southerly direction along 
Main street, going at a leisurely rate 
of speed. Turning the cruiser, Officer 
Murray gave chase and after passing 
the traffic circle at Symmes corner, 
at the point of his revolver, forced 
the driver of the stolen car to pull 
over to the side of the road near the 
j Police Box at Sanborn Street. 

Leaving the cruiser. Officer Murray 
questioned the youth driving the se- 
dan who offered him a license whicn 
I had expired. Officer Murray took the 
youth to the Police box where he called 
Headquarters and checked with Desk 
j Officer James P. Donaghey who or- 
| dered him to bring the driver of the 
, car to the Station. 
! Officer Murray searched the youth's 
I pockets and finding nothing, placed 
| him in the cruiser in the seat at the 
' rear of the single driver's seat. He 
i had hardly started the machine when 
1 the youth drew an automatic pistol 
! from the waistband of his trousers 
jand ordered him to stop the car and 
throw his gun to the floor. The Po- 
I liceman complied and the youth told 
j him he was going to make a getaway, 
'threatening to shoot if any attempt 
; was made to stop him. 
| Jumping from the cruiser, the 
youth started for the stolen Ford and 
j as he did so thrust his automatic in 
his right trousers pocket. Officer Mur 
I ray immediately picked up his revolv- 
jer and getting out of the cruiser, or- 
. dered the youth to put up his hands 
and turn around and face him. 

The youth turned, but instead of 
(putting up his hands, he drew the au- 
tomatic from his pocket and leveled it 
I at the officer, who in self defense fired 
j a shot from his revolver which struck 
| the youth in the left groin. The latter 
' fell to the ground, dropping his 
weapon, which Officer Murray recov- 
ered and then ordered a passing 
motorist, who had stopped, to phone 
Headquarters for assistance. 

Officer Donaghey dispatched Sergt. 
'Charles J. Harrold and Officer John 
Boyle to Officer Murray's assistance. 
' the two rushing to Symmes corner in 
a comandeerod car. Chief Rogers, who 
was in the square, went to Headquar- 
ters sending Officer Donaghey to the 
, scene of the shooting with the Police 
Ambulance. 

Meanwhile Officer Murray had turn- 
ed the youth's gun over to Sergeant 
Harrold and the three policemen took 
the wounded young man in the cruiser 
to the Winchester Hospital, where he 
was at once placed on the operating 
table and attended by Drs. George 
Marks. Sanford Moses, Roger M. 
Btirgoyne and Alexander Aitkin. The 
bullet was found to have entered the 
left groin and gone through the body, 
issuing from the back. His condition 
was considered grave. 

On the way to the hospital the offi- 
cers questioned the youth, who gave 
his name as Robert Hammond, his 
age as 16 and his address as 848 Main 
street. Police say he signed a state- 
ment stating that he had pulled the 
gun on Officer Murray, knowing it to 
be loaded, with the intention of 
frightening the officer. Sergeant Har- 
rold, who took the gun from Officer 
Murray, stated that it was cocked and 
had a single shot in the chamber. 
Police say that Hammond told them 
he stole the gun some time ago from 
the car of Nathan Winant, a jewelry 
salesman, of 16 Chestnut street. 
Stoneham. Hammond spent much of 
. his time with his grandparents in 
| Stoneham. and Winant told the au- 
thorities that the youth had been at 
his home and had ridden with him in 
his machine in which the gun was 
kept. 

The automobile which Hammond 
was driving when stopped by Officer 

1 Murray was owned by Leonard h. 
Wardwell of 40 Broad street, Stone- 
ham. It had been left with the ignit- 

■ ion keyes in front of a Stoneham 
bank. The youth told the Police he 
took the machine for a good time 
Special Officer James Flahertv was 
assigned to guard him at the Hos- 
pital. Officer Murray was the recipi- 
ent of general commendation for his 
quick action in an emergency. He 
stated that he hail not intended to 
strike Hammond in a vital spot, but 
hao aimed to strike him in the leg 
and cripple him.

Though some damage was done in 
town by the heavy storm of last Sat- 
urday night and Sunday morning the 
town as a whole got off lightly by 
comparison with many other communi- 
ties.

"BILL" YOUNG SUCCESSFUL 
COACH 



Dr. William B. "Bill" Young, wide- 
ly known obstetrician who died last 
week at the Cambridge City Hospital, 
was one of the best and most success- 
ful baseball coaches Winchester High 
has had. 

He succeeded Ralph Guillow at high 
school in the spring of 1914 and 
proved an able teacher and winning 
coach who was respected, alike by the 
boys who learned the game under him 
and by rival coaches and players. 

A good catcher and aggressive plav- 
er while at Harvard, his teams played 
hard, clean baseball with no letup 
while on the field. His clubs always 
had a batting punch and several boys 
who learned the game under him 
made good in college and semi-pro 
ranks.

Before coming to Winchester "Bill" 
coached the Harvard freshman nine, 
and during the World War served in 
the Medical Corps. He had been con- 
nected with the Haymarket and East 
Boston Relief Stations as resident ! 
surgeon and later with the Boston City j 
Hospital as obstetrician. He had al- 
so been at the Cambridge City Hospi- 
tal as obstetric surgeon and at the 
Boston Lying-In Hospital as assistant 
chief. He was for many years an as- 
sistant professor at the Harvard Med- 
cal School of which he was a gradu- 
ate. 

Dr. Young made his home at 86 
Fresh Pond Parkway in Cambridge. 
He leaves his wife, a daughter, four 
brothers and two sisters. Solemn re- 
quiem high mass was celebrated on 
Friday in the Sacred Heart Church 
in Watertown.

A NEW YOUTH MOVEMENT 



To the Editor of the Star: 

1 beg your consideration and support 
of a movement, I propose to start, in 
Greater Boston, for an organization of 
young people between the ages of 14 
and 20, to be known as the; Constitu- 
tion League of America. 

The purpose of the league will be 
to promote pro-American ideas for 
youngsters to counteract the unAmeri- 
can propaganda being circulated 
among them by Communist and other 
alien groups. Civic leaders are in- 
clined to believe that youngsters are 
"natural" Americans and that anti- 
democratic teachings will have no ef- 
fect upon them. The communist and 
other alien groups do not believe this. 
They are "working" on the open minds 
of minors, with the intention of build- 
ing strong organizations of future 
voting citizens. 

One of the most effective methods 
of demoralizing young people is the, 
so-callvd, "bunking" of American his- 
tory. By this, I mean the "inside 
story" of Washington's army, the first 
continental congress, Lincoln's home- 
life, etc. This sort of trash, in the 
hands of an educated adult is compar- 
atively harmless, but, in the hands of 
a youngster, currently engaged in the 
study of American history, it is ex- 
tremely dangerous and can have far 
reaching effects. 

Any person between the ages of 14 
and 20 is eligible to join the league. 
Chapters will be formed, in various 
sections, under the sponsorship of a 
church or fraternal group. A director 
■will be in charge of each unit, and it 
■will be his or her duty to promote 
social activities, sports, etc., for the 
members.

Thinking citizens of Winchester 
in common with thinking citizens 
throughout the State are gTeatly con- 
cerned about the welfare of the pa- 
tients in our mental institutions. One 
reason for this concern is that no 
citizen knows when he or she or some 
one in his or her family wilf suffer a 
mental breakdown and have to be hos- 
pitalized until a cure is effected. Men- 
tal disease strikes moet unexpectedly 
and the person in pood mental health 
today may be mentally ill a week 
hence. So it is for this reason that we 
should take a genuine interest in our 
mental hospitals as mental disease is 
no respecter of persons. 

And one way our people can show 
an interest in the welfare of the men- 
tally ill is by making sure that the 
State's psychiatric machinery is in 
qualified hands. Last week at a hear- 
ing before Governor Hurley Commis- 
sioner Williams was removed from 
his post as head of the Department of 
Mental Diseases and at present the 
Department is being s u pe rv ised by 
Dr. Clifton T. Perkins, formerly assis- 
tant superintendent of Worcester 
State Hospital. For nearly a year 
now Dr. Perkins has been guiding the 
ponderous machinery of the Depart- 
ment and doing a very good job. 

Governor Hurley, at the close of 
the hearing at the State House, sug- 
gested that he favored a Board of 
Commissioners of Mental Diseases as 
recommended by the special Com- 
mission appointed to study mental 
disease problems in this State. The 
proposed Commission would be made 
up of three members. It is at this 
point that the people of Winchester 
and elsewhere throughout the State 
should write to Governor Hurley ano 
to their legislative representatives and 
suggest three names for this Board. I 
And who should these three men be? | 
L T nless one is somewhat familiar with 
the State's psychiatric machinery and 
the qualifications of the several gen- 
tlemen administering the various 
agencies established to give humani- 
tarian care to the mentally ill, it wilt 
not be easy to make a recommenda- 
tion. However, there are three fully 
qualified men whose appointment to 
the proposed Board of Commissioners 
of the Department of Mental Diseases 
would bring credit to the hospitals as 
well as give Massachusetts added 
prestige between the two oceans. 

These three men are: Dr. William A. 
Bryan, superintendent of the Wor- 
cester State Hospital; Dr. Clifton T. 
Perkins, acting commissioner; Dr. 
Clarence A. Bonner, superintendent 
of the Danvers State Hospital. 

Dr. Bryan is best known to the 
people of Massachusetts as superin- 
tendent of the Worcester State Hos- 
pital which today ranks as one of the 
outstanding psychiatric institutions 
in the world. I do not know whether 
his book "Administrative Psychiatry 
can be found in Winchester Public 
Library, but it is well worth reading 
and after reading it one will agre* 
that Dr. Bryan is one of the best 
qualified psychiatrists in America to 
be a permanent Commissioner of Men- 
tal Diseases in Massachusetts. 

Of Dr. Perkins not much need be 
said. As Acting Commissioner for 
nearly a year he has proved his high 
ability as an administrator as well 
as a psychiatrist. He took over the 
management of the Department at a 
time when there was considerable 
fault being found with the affairs at

President, members and friends of 
the Association: 

I present for your approval the re- 
port of our work for the past year. 

Four thousand and twelve calls on 
917 patients. 

Two thousand, four hundred and 
ninety-six full pay calls on 639 pa- 
tients. 

Eight hundred and sixteen part pay 
calls on 124 patients. 

Seven hundred free calls on 514 pa- 
' tients. 

Seventy emergency calls answered 
and first aid given. 

Twelve minor operations were per- 
formed in the home by the doctor, as- 
sisted by the nurse who makes the 
preparations and stays with the pa- 
tient as long as necessary. 

Seventy-four doctors used the serv- 
ices of the nurses, of these, 56 were 
out-of-town doctors. 

Eighty prenatal calls made on 26 
prospective mothers. We gave nurs- 
ing care to 34 maternity patients; 18 
were delivered at home, the remain- 
der were patients who needed further 
care when they returned from the 
hospital. Three hundred and fifteen 
nursing calls were made on these pa- 
tients. 

We gave away 15 complete lay- 
ettes. We try to have the prospec- 
tive mothers supply as many articles 
as possible and we give the rest. Nine 
mothers were helped this way. 

A donation from the En Ka Society 
was given to help furnish a nurse at 
time of delivery, if patient is deliv- 
ered at home. When possible the pa- 
tient pays part of the nurse's fee, 
otherwise the service is given free. 

Patients who are ill and under a 
doctor's care and have Industrial in- 
surance policies on which the prem- 
ium is paid weekly in either the Met- 
ropolitan or John Hancock Life In- 
surance companies, are entitled to 
nursing care without charge. Both 
companies are very liberal as to the 
number of nursing visits allowed a pa- 
tient with an acute illness. We had 
a case a short time ago where the pa- 
tient was allowed 50 calls. This As- 
sociation is the official local organiza- 
tion through which these companies 
secure the services of nurses. 

One thousand and twenty-eight 
visits were made for the Metropoli- 
tan Insurance Co. 

Four hundred and sixteen were 
made for the John Hancock Insur- 
ance Co. 

In May 1937 arrangements were 
made with the Winchester Day School 
to have a nurse check the pupils 
every morning. School opened Sept. 
22 and 121 daily call's have been made. 

In the spring of 1937 an epidemic 
of para-typhoid started in Winches- 
ter. We made 110 calls on 11 patients. 
One nurse made the calls. 

No report would be complete with- 
out some mention of our chronic pa- 
tients, some of whom we have given 
: nursing care for years. The visit of 
the nurse means much to these pa- 
tients; in many cases she is their only 
contact with the outside world. Usu- 
ally the same nurse goes each time. 
We have on our list at present 16 
chronic patients who receive from one 
to six calls weekly. The largest num- 
ber of calls made on a single patient 
was 209. 

There was a splendid contribution 
of clothing from the Needlework 
Guild of America. Baby clothes from 
the Girl Scouts, Unitarian, Metho- 
dist, Congregational and Episcopal 
Churches. Gifts of old cotton and 
linen are always acceptable.

Mr. Richard Whitcomb "Unofficial 
City Manager" of Boston will be the 
speaker at a mas* meeting to be 
held in Winchester High School audi- 
torium Tuesday evening. June 14 at 
8 o'clock. The meeting is sponsored 
by the Women's Rebellion of Win- 
chester, a non-partisan group oppos- 
ing pump-priming and waste in all 
branches of government. 

Mr. Whitcomb, former Springfield 
business man. was called upon by 
Mayor Tobin to introduce modern 
business practices into the Boston 
City government. He has gone into 
most of the city departments and 
many of his suggested changes are 
already underway. He was respon- 
sible for the introduction of the 
"Trickle" system which forced delin- 
quent taxpayers to meet long over- 
due water bills. He was also insti- 
gator of the plan for closing two Re- 
lief stations in Boston and shifting 
city departments so as to make a sub- 
stantial savings in rent payments by 
the city. 

Especial interest is attached to Mr. 
Whitcomb's presence in Winchester 
by the fact that he is expected to an- 
nounce his candidacy as Republican 
nominee for governorship. Mr. Whit- 
comb will speak on "Finding Econ- 
omy in Government." 

The Women's Rebellion is a non- 
partisan group whose aim is to help 
in every way possible to stop the 
"pump-priming" and waste in all 
branches of Government, and to study 
in what way this can best be accom- 
plished. We urge all women who are 
interested in helping, to join the 
group. The dues are 50 cents, but if 
there are those who wish to join and 
who feci the pressure of the "reces- 
sion," we shall welcome them and 
hope that later they can contribute 
toward the expenses. 

This group met Tuesday morning, 
May 24, at the Wyman School to dis- 
cuss the most feasible way to accom- 
plish something along these lines, and 
will make a study of Relief and its 
administration. That we must have 
Relief we know, but in its present ad- 
ministration there is great waste am.

A finding made Wednesday by 
Judge Arthur E. Beane in Middlesex 
probate court removed legal barriers 
and paves the way for the construc- 
tion of a tower and installation of 
chimes by the Parish of the Epiphany 
in Winchester to cost about $25,000 

The will of Henry Child Miller of 
Winchester, who died Feb. 11, 1924, 
included bequests of $5000 toward' 
erection of a tower and $5000 toward 
installation of chimes, with the pro- 
vision that if, within a period or 10 
years, sufficient additional money was 
not left for completion of the tower 
and chimes, his bequests were to re- 
vert back to the residue of the estate 

Mrs. Mary H. Miller, the widow, 
died Feb. 7, 1928, and her will be- 
queathed $15,000 for the same pur- 
pose. Her gift, added to that of her 
husband, provides sufficient capital 
for the tower and chimes. The church 
has held the original $10,000 be- 
queathed by Mr. Miller, which has now- 
grown to $14,558. A Boston bank, as 
trustee, recently petitioned the court 
to rule that the money from Mr. Mill- 
er's estate should revert to residue 
and be distributed to heirs. 

The church in its answer contended 
that while $15,000 from Mrs. Miller's 
estate has not actually been given to 
it within a 10-year period, there is 
enough money in her estate to meet 
the requirement. Judge Beane upheld 
the church.

Other enthusiastic collectors of rare 
and antique dolls who generously 
loaned some of their most valuable 
specimens, were Miss Blanche E. 
Eaton of Everett avenue, Mrs. Henry 
E. Johnson of Melrose, Mrs. Harry 
Husk of Newbury port, Mrs. George 
S. Flagg of Newport, R. I., Mrs.

A description cannot possibly do 
justice to the interest and fascina- 
tion of the dolls which were so beau- 
tifully and carefully arranged for dis- 
play. One case contained tiny brides 
and grooms in the native costumes of 
11 different countries. Another case 
was filled with very old mechanical 
dolls; a tiny Paderewski with his 
piano; a nurse who walked with her 
baby in his carriage; paper dolls who 
danced across a stage. On top of the 
case was a beautiful French doll dres- 
sed in grey taffeta with a powdered 
wig. She was mounted on a velvet- 
covered music box, and she raised her 
lorgnette and fanned herself with a 
tiny fan as the music played. 

There were wax dolls, in whose heads 
every hair had been put by hand; 
papier mache dolls with hands and 
feet of leather; china-headed dolls 
whose elaborate coiffures and the 
lace about their necks were fashioned 
of china, stiff wooden dolls in their 
old fashioned clothes. 

On one table was a group of Mexi- 
can dolls, whose costumes and hats 
were copied by those who planned the 
En Ka Mexican Fiesta. The German 
dolls were extremely life-like, and the 
Hungarian and Czechoslovakian dolls 
were costumed in the most exquisite 
hand-embroidery and beaded head- 
dresses. 

One small mummy do!' was thought 
to be dated about 2400 B. C. a rare 
find of an Egyptian archaeologist. 

One case contained a French bridal 
party of about 1850, about a dozen 
dolls delightfully complete even to the 
little ring bearer with his plumed hat 
and tiny ring resting on a satin pil- 
low. 

Another case most carefully worked 
out was "Miss 1934," a modern doll 
with a complete wardrobe which in- 
cluded knit dresses and suits, fur coat, 
ski suit, satin underwear, stationery, 
calling cards and jewelry. 

The ease of character dolls included 
such notables as George Washington, 
Sir Walter Raleigh, King George, 
Princess Elizabeth, the Duke and 
Duchess of Windsor, a French poilu, 
Sir Wilfred Grenfell, Uriah Heep— 
even Orphan Annie and Sandy, Char- 
lie McCarthy and Snow White. 

The generosity of these exhibitors, 
many of whom came from long dis- 
tances to display their treasures, re- 
sulted in an outstanding collection. 
Those who took the time to visit the 
Libraiy Art Room were rewarded 
with a view of rare and beautiful ex- 
amples of a fascinating hobby.

Theodore Roosevelt, who 
presented us with a square deal, and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, who presented 
us with a new deal, received their 
presidential tuition under the able 
supervision of the late President Eliot 
<>f Harvard University. I believe there 
is no university in America except 
Harvard College that has presented 
two Presidents of the United States 
of America that were tutored under 
the supervision of one president of a 
University. 

I trust the reader will pardon me 
for leaping from the Middlesex 
School to Harvard University. In con- 
clusion I trust that I have castigated 
or corrected the harping critics who 
have no constructive criticism to of- 
fer, or in other words what they said 
on the outside and what I uttered on 
the inside do not coincide.

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MEMORIAL DAY OBSERVANCE j B \ D CRASH ON WEST SIDE 

Program Included Church Service 
and Parades 



Winchester paused on Monday to 
pa»v its annual Memorial Day tribute 
to its scldier and sailor dead in Cal- 
vary and Wildwood Cemeteries, at 
the same time honoring those whose 
resting place is far afield and whose 
memories are preserved in the stately 
war memorial on the high school lot 

Actually the town's observance of 
Memorial Day commenced with the 
exercises in the schools on Friday 
morning, at which members of Win- 
chester Post, 97, American Legion, 
were speakers. Commander Stafford 
Rogers spoke at High School; Junior 
Vice Commander Richard MacAdams, 
at the Junior High School; Past Com- 
mander Nathan Thumim, at the Wy- 
man School; Senior Vice Commander 
Conrad Larson at the Highland 
School; Theodore Lawson, at the Lin- 
coln School; Marshall W. Symmes, at 
the Mystic School and Warren Hersey, 
at the Washington and William G. 
Noonan Schools. 

The community religious service 
was held Sunday morning at the 
Crawford Memorial Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, to which Commander 
Rogers led a detachment of 50 uni- 
formed Legionnaires, escorting their 
colors, carried by Kenneth Hall and 
George Donaghey, and their guards, 
Theodore Lawson and William Car- 
roll. The pastor, Rev. George A. But- 
ters, preached the Memorial Day ser- 
mon, talcing as his subject, "Keeping 
America Out of War." The musical 
program was directed by the Church 
Organist, Miss Mary H. French. 

In dismissing the children of the 
Sunday School from the service. Rev. 
Mr. Butters aptly explained the sig- 
nificance of Memorial Day for the 
veteran, by likening his feeling for 
his dead comrade to that of a child 
who has had a small friend move from 
the neighborhood and feels a pang of 
sorrow upon seeing something which 
reminds him of his missing playmate. 

Sunday afternoon a detachment of 
Legionnaires under Commander Staf- 
ford Rogers, decorated the veterans' 
graves both in Wildwood and Calvary 
Cemeteries. Legionnaires Harry Good- 
win and Hector Cyr decorating those 
in cemeteries in Maiden, Everett, 
Medford, Cambridge and Woburn. 
The decorating was done Sunday 
afternoon instead of Memorial Day 
morning because the increasing num- 
ber of graves to be visited made it 
seem unwise to attempt the detail 
preceding the two parades. Baskets 
of flowers were placed on the graves 
this year instead of the wreaths prev- 
iously used. 

Included in the decorating detach- 
ment were Commander Rogers, Vice 
Commander Conrad Larson, Theodore 
Lawson, Edward Boyle, John Mc- 
Carthy, Antonio Jacobellis, Frank 
Migliaccio, Hezikiah Griffith.

One of the worst motor crashes to 
take place on the west side for some

The speaker was Rev. Fr. Joseph 
E. McGoldrick of St. Mary's Church, 
who spoke of "Peace" and how to at- 
tain it. The only perfect peace the 
world has known, he said, was the 
peace which Abiam had before sinning 
against God, and each period of war 
and unrest is, and has been brought 
about by transgressing Divine Law. 
Even The Christ did not attempt to be 
an omnipotent dictator, teaching His 
followers "to render unto Caesar the 
things which are Caesar's." 

Fr. McGoldrick stated that the hon- 
ored soldier dead had sacrificed their 
lives for what they had believed to 
be the high ideal of peace for their 
country, families and friends, bu: 
that a lasting peace will not be ob- 
tained until men and nations learn to 
obey the commandments of God and 
laying aside envy and hatred, adopt 
love for their fellow men as an uni- 
versal creed.

A recent issue of Time records the 
alleged fact that while away from his 
insurance company and in receipt of 
$10,000.00 a year as Assistant Presi- 
dent "Jimmie" continues to get some 
$85,000.00 annually as his share of 
the receipts of his Boston underwrit- 
ing concern.

Sheehy, 
Burgoyne, Quinn and Emery have ministered to members of the Home with- 
out monetary compensate n. Dr. Holbrook Lowell, Dr. Besse, and through 
the suggestion of Dr. Bowers optician in Stoneham. Dr. Funnell of Bos- 
ton all eye specialists have treated our members without charge. Thus, fol- 
lowing the noble traditions of their profession these doctors have brought 
untold relief and comfort to the Home, and we are most grateful to them. 

Dr. J. C. Hindes, Dr. Harrison Parker and Dr. Eugene Pollard, dentists, 
have rendered aid when needed. We thank them also. 

Many other townspeople have provided inspiring help, Messrs. Ralph 
T. Joslin, Atty.. William Eben Ramsdell, Atty., J. Franklin Tuttle. Engineer, 
and T. Price Wilson, publisher and printer, have again given the Home pro- 
fessional advice and assistance. 

Mr. Kelly of the Park Radio Co. has given us much free service. Mr. 
Ernest Butterworth clock service without charge; Mr. Nutting, cabinet 
maker, has repaired tables and furniture without charge. Messrs. John Car- 
ruthers Co. (Mr. J. Rutherford Edmands) public accountants have again 
audited our books. Mr. Seller of Seller's Market has done much trucking for 
us, and helped otherwise: and the Schneider Milk Farm has donated a very 
considerable amount of milk; and from Mr. Hevey, druggist, we have again 
receivid many favors.

| Chester place, was struck and fatal- 
jly injured by an automobile Friday 
afternoon shortly before 5 o'clock at 
the Gulf Filling Station, 668 Main 
i street. 

According to the Police account of 
I the accident "Dickie" was tn the com- 
1 pany of his older brother, Robert, 7, 
; his sister, Elizabeth, 9, and Evelyn 
: Keith of 16 Winchester place. The 
car that injured the little boy was a 
Packard sedan, owned by Charles F. 
Perkins of 186 Reservoir road. 
Chestnut Hill, and operated by Marie 
G. Bostwick of 10 Hillcrest Park- 
i way. 

Miss Bostwick, accompanied by

Finding Economy in Government" 
will be the subject of Mr. Richard 
Whitcomb's speech on June 14 at the 
Winchester High School. The meet- 
ing will be held at 8 o'clock and is 
open to everyone. 

Mr. Whitcomb's record proves that 
he will be an able speaker on this 
subject. He was asked by Mayor 
Tobin of Boston to give up" his posi- 
tion as president of the Western New 
England Telephone Company to take 
over an efficiency and economy drive 
in the reorganization of the city de- 
partments. His official position as 
head of the Survey Committee per- 
mits him to suggest and put through 
changes in the set-up of most of the 
important city departments. Among 
the steps already taken have been 
the introduction of the "trickle sys- 
tem" in the Water Department which 
brought the city thousands of dollars 
in back water taxes, which had been 
owing for years; the vacating of the 
relief station at Haymarket Square: 
; the sale of ferryboats and reduction 
of personnel of the ferries; and the 
| restriction imposed on City employees 
\ in the use of City autos and City gas- 
oline and oil for private business. 

The remodelling of Boston's depart- 
ments is expected to decrease expen- 
ditures and increase efficiency to a 
high degree. Because of the close 
friendship existing between Mavor 
Tobin and Mr. Whitcomb reforms 
have been begun and are being car- 
I ried out without the usual bickering!' 
and obstacles that so often interfere 
with the smooth functioning of a re- 
organization. 

It is rumored that a definite move 
has been started in political circles 
to draft Mr. Whitcomb as a com- 
promise candidate for Governor 
should both Saltonstall and Haigis 
, run this year. A Governor sympathetic 
; to the Mayor of Boston could put 
! through legislation which would en- 
j able Mayor Tobin to enact reforms 
I which are now blocked by legal ob- 
! stacles. Mr. Whitcomb's record in 
I the western part of the State should 
| aid him if he decides to seek state 
' office. 

Richard Whitcomb was born in 
Kansas in 1894 and was graduated 
j from Washburn College in 1915. He 
served in the World War as first Ileu- 
I tenant in the 32nd United States In- 
I fantry and is now a Major in the In- 
fantry Reserve. He has been as- 
sociated with the Telephone Company 
since 1!)24. In 1932 and 1933 he was 
executive manager of the Boston Re- 
lief Campaigns. He is a member of 
; the American Legion, the University 
j Club and the Boston Rifle and Re- 
volver Club.

Pilgrimage to Wells Historical Mu- 
seum, Southbridge 



Two years ago the Preservation of 
Antiques Group made a Pilgrimage 
to the Wells Museum at Southbridge.

Berries, strawberries, raspberries, 
blackberries and wild and cutivated 
blueberries, are storming the mar- 
kets. Bing cherries keep them com- 
nany. Peaches are big and luscious 
for so early in the season. Small can- 
taloupes and oranges are better 
value than large. 

Beans and asparagus are less 
plentiful; beets, broccoli, cabbage, 
cauliflower and spinach more so. Let- 
tuce is now low in price and toma- 
toes extremely cheap for the sea- 
son. 

Chickens, ducklings and spring 
lamb are moderately priced delica- 
cies. Beef is still reasonable. Fish 
is plentiful and inexpensive. The 
rise in egg prices has stopped for the 
time being.

THIS WEEK IN THE GARDEN 



By Alfred A. Eraser of Wellesley 

Aphids often attack Sweet Peas 
at this time of the year. Spray foli- 
age and ground with a nicotine or 
rotenoM spray. 

Tulip foliage, weeds, wilted flow- 
ers and other refuse should not re- 
main in the garden — such material 
often breeds disease. 

Potted roses may yet be planted 
— water heavily. 

When the foliage of tulips has 
turned brown, the bulbs must be 
lifted and stored. 

Now is the best time to plant 
Cannas. 

Cut worns often attack seedlings— 
as a protection against them, place 
cardboard collars around the plants. 

The last opportunity for planting 
dahlia tubers. 

Tender plants such as tomatoes, 
peppers and eggplants may now be 
transferred from the coldframe to 
the garden. 

Use fast growing annuals for ear- 
ly color effects. 

Lilacs should never be allowed to 
seed. The vigor of the plant is thus 
impaired.

It is possible that an occasional 
visitor from Winchester in strolling 
across Boston Common stops near the 
Parkman Bandstand to listen in on 
the several schools of political thought 
flourishing there in season.

Communism as seems to be an out- 
standing practice around the Park- 
man Bandstand. Yet in the final an- 
alysis is it not possible that we must 
so make government function that it 
must continuously prove its Tightness 
against full and frank criticism. 

On the other hand, the state has 
the right and the duty to protect its 
citizens against all who come with at- 
tacks upon what to them seem unjust 
laws.

The tradition in England has been 
mighty tolerant. I remember stand- 
ing among the crowds in Hyde Park 
and on Glasgow Green and hearing 
the most ardent fire eater denounc- 
ing the King. The assumption over 
there seems to be that truth is amply 
able to protect itself, and that the 
quickest way to defeat error it to dis- 
regard it. 

It will be a bad day for the state 
when nobody dares challenge it. It 
will be a bad day for the church when 
nobody dares to find fault with it. 
There seems to be plenty to find fault 
with in the church. Much is the mat- 
ter with it or rather with the men 
and women that make up its mighty 
but not always effective membership. 
As we have said before the path of 
duty is more than the way to heaven: 
it is the royal path men and women 
must travel in order to liberate hu- 
manity and write progress on the 
brow of civilization. The source of 
the courage of the apostles was their 
certainty of God and the worth of the 
humanity for which our Lord died. 
Only those who have it are con- 
strained by the love of Christ and 
count their own lives not dear unto 
themselves. The apostles had a great 
contempt for any order that would 
■ imprison speech and the soul of man. 
To them Jesus Christ was supreme. 
Is He to us?

compensation legislation which will 
, open the door of government benefits 
; to thousands of widows and orphans 
of World War Veterans were an- 
i nounced today by Mrs. George A. 
i Hutting, chairman of the Winches- 
ter Chapter, American Red Cross, 
i The amended law makes compen- 
sation for death not due to service 
available to widows and children of 
; World War veterans whose service- 
connected disability to widows was 
I only 10 per cent. Previously, tic 
Chapter Chairman said, death bene- 
' fits were paid in such cases only 
i where the veteran was 30 per cent 
disabled, or, if there were children 
; in the family, 2u per cent. 

While this applies only to Wor'.d 
I War veterans' dependents, Mrs. Du> 
; ting revealed at the same time that 
!a new law increasing the pensions of 
'certain soldiers, sailors and nurses 
I who served in the Spanish-American 
I War. the Philippine Insurrection and 
the China Relief Expedition has just 
jbeen passed by Congress and signed 
by President Roosevelt. 

The latter Act provides a $G0 
monthly pension for veterans 65 
years old who served at least 90 days 
and to those who served less than 90 
days and were discharged for disabil- 
ity incurred in service. Under the 
. old law veterans were not eligible 
for this increasd pension until they 
reached the age of 75. 

The act also increases from $72 to 
I $100 a month the pension for persons 
I whose physical or mental condition 
i requires regular attendance of a 
nurse or other individual. 

This increased pension will take ef- 
I feet on the date on which applica- 
; tion is filed, the Red Cross official 
1 said. She stressed the fact that vet- 
i erans and nurses eligible for this 
. increase must apply for it. Pen- 
| sions will be changed automatically, 
j Through its Home Service Com- 
: mittee, the local Red Cross will as- 
sist veterans, their widows and chil-

The legislation controlling death 
compensation for World veterans' 
widows and children states that in 
the future awards will take effect on 
the date of death, provided the claim 
is filed wthin on- year after that 
date. Otherwise it will be paid from 
the date of filing claim. In no case, 
however, will death payments go 
back farther than May 13, 11*38. the 
date on which the new Act was 
signed. Thus if a veteran whose 
1 service-connected disability was 10 
per cent or more died in 1937. 1936 
or any other previous year, his wid- 
ow's or children's compensation would 
not date back fartner than May 13 
of this year. 

In addition, the Act removes the 
time limit for filing evidence of 
existence of service-connected disabil- 
ity in these non-service death claims. 
Formerly such disability had to be 
made known to tho Veterans Admin- 
istration within three \<.ars. 

In defining the term "widow of a 
W'orld War veteran," as it applies 
to all death compensation, the Act 
declares the couple must have been 
married before May 13, 1938.

NEVER TO STAND IDLY MY 



June 14, 1938 
To the Editor of the Star: 

I am enclosing a copy of an open 
letter to the President from the Lin- 
den Baptist Church. Camden, N. J., 
which may be of interest to your 
readers.

Dear Mr. President: 

In your recent message to Con- 
gress you said that the "National 
Administration has promised never to 
stand idly by and watch its people 
and its national life disintegrate." 
We feel the same way as you do 
about the tragedy of national disinte- 
gration and hence we want to bring 
to your attention the plight of that 
section of the citizenry which will dis- 
integrate first and fastest — those on 
relief. Some of us have been in that 
category, Mr. President, and some of 
us still ar", and we are grateful that 
the government does not want to 
see any of us starve. But we have 
had national relief for some years 
now* and we are of the belief that we I 
can begin to speak from experience j 
about the necessity for reform in re- 
lief legislation. 

Now we acknowledge. Mr. Presi- j 
dent, that the details of relief admin- 
istration constitute a difficult problem 
and about many of these details there 
is honest disagreement, but we are 
united on at least this one thing: the | 
immediate importance of changing j 
the rule that forbids reliefers to seek 
odd jobs. Those receiving help from 
the government must not be forbid 
den to improve their lot. 

Our present method of dispensing 
relief encourages chiseling and dis- 
honesty. No one will become a bloated 
plutocrat on a relief standard of liv- 
ing. On the contrary families find it 
difficult to supply the minimum needs. 
When this difficulty becomes acute, 
the average person is going to seek 
means of augmenting his income. 
But this the law forbids him to do. 
Hence there arises a conflict between 
respect for the law and the desire to 
alleviate the suffering of loved ones. 
What is the result? Well, Mr. Presi- 
dent, in the case of multitudes, tne 
temptation to chisel for a worthy- 
cause is too strong. . . . 

A great deal has been said about 
relief destroying personal initiative 
by removing the will to work. The 
extent to which that may be true is 
debatable but certainly personal init- 
iative isn't helped any by a system 
which says to the needy, "We'll see 
that you don't starve, if you promise 
not to help yourself." If the giving 
of help is contingent upon idleness, 
who wouldn't be idle? It's a wonder 
that any of our people still hang on 
to part-time jobs that return a mere 
pittance. Why struggle to keep your 
head above water by working, when 
you can sometimes do just as well 01 
better on relief? This is a great 
evil, Mr. President, and should De 
remedied immediately. People should 
be encouraged to improve their stand- 
ard of living rather than forbidden 
and if a man can find a day's work 
here or a day's work there, more 
power to him. . . . 

Perhaps you are thinking by this 
time. "This all sounds good, but how 
will the taxpayers who pay for the 
relief program react to such a propo- 
sition?" Well. sir. we believe that 
those who pay the taxes which sup- 
port relief would do so much more 
cheerfully under this plan than under 
the present method. You see a lot of 
people who still have money to spend 
can't understand how it is that they 
can't get peope to help when a need 
arises. They say, "The country is 
going to the dogs; nobody wants to 
j work anymore. Why, we can't get 
anyone to come in and houseclean or 
' mow the fawn or do the ironing. 
I Where are all these unemployed peo- 
ple we hear so much about? They 
1 must be lazy; relief is ruining the 
! country." And that. Mr. President. 

is not a very healthy frame of mind 
] to have when faced with the problem 
! of taxes for relief. But it isn't all 
j the fault of the relief clients. You 
i won't let them help themselves out 
j and if they tried it. they would find 
| themselves on the short end of the 
stick. 

We don't think, Mr. President, that 
taxpayers would grumble about any 
extia cost of supplemental relief. On 
the contrary, we think they would pay 
taxes with much better grace if they 
thought that relief clients were in a 
position to help themselves. Some of 
us are taxpayers and we would be 
highly pleased to see this idea 
adopted. 

There are other advantages to this 
idea, such as the potential increase in 
purchasing power made possible, the 
preservation of the morale of those 
on relief, etc. But we think you get 
the idea. We hope so.

opportunity to improve our own 
beautiful and tree-bordered Speed- 
ways of Bacon street and Church 
street. 

It is my thought, pending details 
from the Indianapolis Auto Racing 
Authorities, that our town should con- 
sider these suggestions: 

1. Rename Bacon street from 
Church street to Wedgemere, It 
oould be named The Bacon Hop-along. 

La. From observations during re- 
cent months, it might be concluded 
that a minimum speed of sixty ((50 > 
miles per hour should be demanded 
in order to maintain the present form. 

lb. Particularly should the bridge 
over the railroad at Wedgemere be 
included in the Hop-along, as it af- 
fords splendid opportunity to demon- 
strate driving skill in eluding cars 
coming across the bridge and wish- 
ing to turn down the Parkway, or 
cars ignoring the west-bound STOP 
sign. 

lc. Remove the blinker at the cor- 
ner of Bacon Hop-along and Central 
streets. Even now at times it appears 
to be mere surplusage. 

Id. The speed of sixty (60) miles, 
as outlined in la, probably could be 
increased to ninety (90) miles if 
traffic from Everett avenue and Cen- 
tral street were forced to detour and 
pedestrians warned not to annoy 
motorists by attempting to cross the 
Bacon Hop-along. 

2. Rename Church street, from the 
Methodist Church to Cambridge 
street. A suitable name would be 
The Church Steeple Chase. 

2a. See la. 

L'b. Remove the stop-lights at the 
intersection of Bacon Hop-along and 
Church Steeple Chase, and also re- 
move the blinker at night. One might 
conclude that they are but momen- 
tary mental hazards for many driv- 
ers at the present time, and no 
thought of safety nor retarding of 
spied should be allowed to confuse 
the operators' cerebral or motor sys- 
tems. 

GENERAL: It fs suggested that 
the town ordinance limiting driving 
speed to thirty (30) miles per hour 
be abolished in name as it might ap- 
pear to be in fact, and that the Bacon 
Hop-along and Church Steeple Chase 
be properly, prominently, perpetually 
and persistently emblazoned and 
placarded as such, in order that our 
benighted citizens will no longer be 
permitted innocently to risk their 
lives in the apparently neolithic be- 
lief that a Red light at a street in- 
tersection means "STOP," that a 
blinker means "SLOW" and that a 
"STOP" sign means just as it reads. 

Our town should live up to its en- 
viable reputation as the best ami 
brainiest suburb of Boston! If our 
citizens are to be placed in jeopardy.

KRAMERS OF THE CONSTI- 
TUTION 



(Winchester High School Graduation 
Address) 



The observation of most anniver- 
saries is an event of importance. To- 
night the graduating class of 1938 is 
particularly fortunate in having the 
opportunity io commemorate one of 
the most significant anniversaries in 
the history of our country, the 150th 
year of the Constitution of the 
United States of America. 

It is extremely difficult for us to 
conceive of a time when our coun- 
try was without a secure foundation 
and could not command the respect 
of foreign powers. But there was 
just such a period. 

When the Treaty of Peace official- 
ly ending the American Revolution 
was signed, 13 colonies were given 
their independence from a war- 
weary Great Britain. America was 
free! However, during the years that 
followed, which have been appropri- 
ately called the "critical period," the 
new states became 13 quarreling 
units, jealous of their own rights and 
opposing any efforts to organize a 
strong central government. So des- 
perate was the situation that certain 
group* even talked of submitting to 
British control. Great Britain watched 
all this with considerable interest, 
believing she might still regain her 
lost colonies. 

At this time foreign countries did 
not care to make treaties with so 

loose and feeble a government. As 
Wellington said, "We are one na- 
tion today, and 13 tomorrow; who will 
treat with us on these terms?" 

Thoughtful men. both in and out 
of public life, realized the seriousness 
of existing conditions and their in- 
evitable results. Consequently a con- 
vention was called to meet in Phila- 
delphia, the scene of so many pre- 
vious meetings of importance, to de- 
cide upon a new Constitution, or at 
first, as it was thought, to revise the 
then impractical existing govern- 
ment. 

v\'e must remember that there were 

no airplanes, railroads, or four lane 
highways in those days. The dele- 
gates, representing New England, 
the Middle States, anil the South, 
gathered slowly, state by state, trav- 
eling in stage coaches over narrow 
dirt roads. 

This group of 55 men. who met at 
the appointed time to consider the 
momentous problem of devising « 
i onstitution for the nation, was tl 
most distinguished which has ever 
gathered on the continent. The char- 
acter, ability, and broad mental at- 
tainments of these men would be 
bard to equal. 

Many years later James Madison 
wrote of that convention: "1 feel it 
my duty to express my profound and 
solemn conviction that there was nev- 
er an assembly of men charged with 
a great and arduous trust, who were 
more pure in their motives, more ex- 
clusively and anxiously devoted to the 
object committed to them than were

6f '.hat outstanding group Wash- 
ington was the most distinuishod. Kol- 
as well as being a great general, he- 
was the best known and most admired 
citizen of his time. He represented 
the oldest and largest colony. Vir- 
ginia. He had led the army to victory, 
handed back his commission to Con- 
cr< ->. and refused to take compen- 
sation for his services. He COUld have 
retained the army and made himsell 
dictator. Everyone knew it. No 
wonder he was held in reverence by 
all classes. Washington had almost

refused to attend this meeting, be- 
lieving perhaps that it would be 
fruitless. However, two of his Vir- 
ginia friends, James Madison and Ed- 
mund Randolph, realizing the confi- 
dence his persence would bring, per- 
suaded him to go . At every town 
people greeted him with shouts of 
welcome. As he entered Philadel- 
phia, a cavalcade met him; church 
bells rang and thousands greeted 
their distinguished guest with en- 
thusiasm. It is, therefore, both fit- 
ting and natural that so respective a 
man should be chosen president of 
the convention. It was only through 
his dignity, his kindly spirit, and his 
recognized wisdom that he was able 
to perform so difficult a task. 

James Madison, justly called the 
"Father of the Constitution," was 
(]uiet and unassuming, but foremost 
in de-bate. He was a tireless work- 
er, a solid thinker, and even at 3«5 
had more accurate and complete 
knowledge of colonial affairs than 
any other man in the Union. A 
colleague once said of Madison, 
"Everyone seems to acknowledge his 
greatness. In the management of 
every great question he took the 
lead." He was also the secretary of 
that convention. Night after night 
during those four hot months, he 
faithfully made a record of each 
day's proceedings. Little did he then 
realize how important his work 
would be in the history of the coun- 
try! It was only through his writ- 
ings that any accurate information 
concerning that memorable meeting 
was ever made public. 

Alexander Hamilton was the mov- 
ing force of that convention. He was 
one of those who had worked, sacri- 
ficed, and suffered with Washington 
at Valley Forge. Hamilton had a 
will of his own and an intellect with- 
out parallel. He desired a strong cen- 
tral government with a king at the 
head, but this plan met with over- 
whelming disfavor. Hamilton's most 
significant part in the Constitution 
was later in securing its ratification 
in New York State. 

The Pennsylvania delegation, act- 
ing as host, was the largest. Ben- 
jamin Franklin, its most distin- 
guished representative was 81 years 
old and the most experienced of the 
group. During his wide career as a 
statesman he had always promoted 
national union and championed the 
cause of the American colonies in 
France and England. At times when 
it seemed inevitable that the conven- 
tion would break up without having 
accomplished its purpose, Franklin's 
calm, conciliatory spirit was helpful 
in restoring harmony. When the 
Constitution was finished, no signa- 
ture did so much as his to win popu- 
lar confidence. 

James Wilson, also from Pennsyl- 
vania, was the most learned lawyer 
present. Hi' was tall and distin- 
guished looking, commanding the re- 
spect and confidence of all. He was 
active in business and considered by 
many to be second in importance on- 
ly to Madison in the influence he held 
among his fellow members. 

We are proud to know that Massa- 
chusetts was well-represented at this 
historic assembly by Elbridge (Jerry 
and Rufus King. Gerry was a dap- 
per, pleasant fellow and one of the 
leading conservatives. King-, on the 
other hand, was cajiable, efficient, 
ami active as a speaker. 

Roger Sherman from Connecticut 
is another of whom we are justly 
proud, for he was bom in Massachu- 
setts. He often caused half smiles 
by his Yankee dialect, but he was a 
recognized speaker and a deep think- 
er. It was he who proposed the 
great compromise. 

These are but a few of the men 
whom we wish to honor tonight. They 
were all just, strong, capable men 
with great sincerity of purpose. They 
could not possibly conceive of our na- 
tion as it stands today. 40 times 
larger in population and many thou- 
sand times greater in wealth, but 
they had the foresight to make the 
Constitution a flexible document, cap- 
able of expanding to meet the needs 
of an ever changing world. For this 
reason it has stood the test of time, 
and today our American Constitution 
is the most venerable instrument of 
government in the world.

A MORE PERFECT UNION 



(Winchester High School Graduation 
Address) 

Men have prophesied that our Con- 
stitution would be but a temporary 
document, that it would not be able 
to withstand the test of years. Yet 
l. r >0 years have elapsed since the sign- 
ing of this charter of human rights 
and liberties, and it still remains, giv- 
ing every indication that it will re- 
main, the supreme law of the land. 

Our forefathers started on a diffi- 
cult and uncharted course. Their S!iip 
of State was no strongly constructed, 
and soon they discovered that it bad 
sprung a leak and was sinking fast. 
A violent storm threatened. Danger 
signals sounded wildly throughout the 
country. In answer to the call came 
a body of 56 men, who immediately 
advised that there be built a new Ship 
of State which would rescue the n 
from their distress. 

Thus these men, the representa- 
tives of 12 independent states, realiz- 
ing the magnitude o the task before 
I them, diligently applied themselves to 

; the work of drawing up a new Consti- 
tution. To agree on an instrument of 

i government as far-reaching as the 
Constituion was no simple matter, yet, 
these delegates of the Constitutional 

| Convention showed remarkable will- 
ingness in considering the other fel- 
low's point of view, weighing it in 
the light of reason, and then co-oper- 
ating. They realized the necessity of 
forgetting their petty differences, of 

! casting aside their local interests, and 
of dismissing their selfish views in 
order that the nation as a whole 
might benefit. Consequently, every 
provision passed through the stage of 
careful debate and painstaking con- 
sideration. 

Perhaps the great spirit of com- 
promise at this time might best be 
exemplified in the matter of repre- 
sentation in Congress. Naturally the 
larger states such as Virginia, New 
York, Pennsylvania, and Massachu- 

] setts, advocated a plan whereby 
representation should be according to 
population, while the smaller states 
firmly believed in eipjal apportion- 
ment. With such a wide rift in opin- 
ion, it was indeed difficult to arrive 
at an understanding. It was at this 
point that Benjamin Franklin made 

! one of his characteristic speeches 
which came like a cooling breeze into 
the Convention. In this speech he 

1 urged harmony, union, and comprom- 
ise. "When a broad table is to be 
made," he said, "and the edges of the 
planks do not fit, the artist takes a 
little from both, and makes a good 
joint. In like manner here both sides 
must part with some of their de- 
mands." Accordingly, the larger states 
weie pacified by being granted pro- 
portional representation in the House 
of Representatives; the smaller states 
were made to feel that they would be 
on an eijual footing by being accorded 
equal representation in the Senate. 
Many similar compromises were made 
during the course of the Convention, 
but this is called the "Great Com- 
promise" of the Constitution. 

With the arrival of mid-September, 
17S7 and with the draft of the pro- 
posed Constitution completed. 3'.) men 
m knee breeches, silk stockings, and 
ruffled shirts stood around in conver- 
sational groups, each awaiting his turn 



ward and urged the people to delay 
no longer in ratifying this document. 
A shower of pamphlets on both sides 
fell upon the country. The most fam- 
ous of these, The Federalist, in which 
Alexander Hamilton, John Jay and 
James Madison pointed out the bene- 
fits to be derived from this new gov- 
ernment, awakened the nation to the 
fact that the Constitution was safe 
for the people and at the same time 
advantageous for the states. 

In Massachusetts excitement was 
tense. A feverish debate lasted for 
nearly a month. Fear of losing in- 
dividual lights was the chief ground 
for opposition. But on conditions that 
a bill of rights, guaranteeing personal 
liberty, be added as amendments, the 
opponents finally pave way. With this 
provision did Massachusetts as the 
sixth state give her assent to this 
document. And within the surpris- 
ingly short period of seven months, 
the required number of states had ac- 
knowledged the Constitution as the 
fundamental law of the land. 

Today it remains a living docu- 
ment, for embodied in it are the prin- 
ciples of freedom and justice which 
have made our nation great. Its 
adoption signaled the birth of a new 
system of government in this country 
—a democracy in a republic. 

May future generations, confronted 
with the complex problems of their 
day. take encouragement from the 1 
fact that our forefathers, encounter- I 
ing similar problems, had the strength, 
the will, the foresight to stand united 
in a single purpose of government by t 
proclaiming in the noble Words of the 1 
preamble: "We the people of the ' 
United States, in order to form a! 
more perfect union, establish justice, | 
insure domestic tranquility, provide 
for the common defence, promote the i 
general welfare, and secure the bless- j 
ings of liberty to ourselves and our 
posterity, do ordain and establish this 1 
Constitution for the United States of 
America."

upon the excellence of its construction [ 
and the foresight of its authors. Its I 
liberal principles have made it adap- I 
table to the economic, as well as to the 
political changes, which have taken 
place. It remained basically the j 
same through the period of westward 
'expansion, and after the Civil War 
I the states were able to reunite under 
j that same document making out 
I three amendments to it. 

Many people believe today that a 
constitutional form of government is 
undergoing its severest test. It »s 
believed that the intricate and com- 
plex problems which are growing out 
of the modern industrial age cannot 
be dealt with successfully by the 
slow moving machinery of a consti- 
tutional form of government. How- 
ever, are these problems more diffi- 
cult to cope with than the problems 
of the past through which we have so 
admirably emerged? It is true that 
the tasks of government in these 
extraordinary times are very grear, 
but so also should the patience, the 
energy, and the resourcefulness of 
our 130,000,000 people be great. For 
never has education been so wide- 
spread, nor has the means of trans- 
mitting knowledge to all and upon 
all subjects, been so universal and so 
perfect. And while the citizens in 
these days stand confronted with all 
kinds of questions calling for greater 
and graver responsibility, need we 
fear that that citizen will be unwill- 
ing or incapable of shouldering his 
share of the burden? We should not. 
for our debt of gratitude to those 
who have kept alive the spirit of 
j democracy and have preserved the 
i ideals of our forefathers, should be 
I so great that no task would seem too 
difficult, if it were in the defense of 
the fruits of what Washington called, 
'A noble experiment." 

In a land of free speech and free 
press the radical faction cannot be 
ignored, for if we want to maintain 
a government of the people, we must 
prove to those who oppose us that 
this form of government is best. We 
should, therefore, look upon criti- 
cisms as valuable in that they renew 
the spirit of defense and provide a 
stimulus to those who have accepted 
without realizing it the benefits which 
we have derived from this most ex- 
cellent government. A wholly defen- 
sive stand is not the way to regard 
j criticisms. Accepting proof of er- 
rors and striving to correct them is 
far better than upholding a princi- 
ple whether it be risht or wrong. 

Probably the greatest man ever to 
assume the responsibility of judging 
the powers of the constitution was 
John Marshall. He was a true Amer- 
ican citizen and had experienced all 
the trials of the organizers and lead- 
ers of this country. He suffered with 
Washington at Valley Forge and bad 
a sense of duty to his country which 



gave him the spirit and will to give 
to this nation his best efforts in the 
field of law. The constitution seemed 
not so much to rise uner his hands 
to its full stature, as to be gradually 
unveiled by him, till it stood revealed 
in the harmonious perfection of the 
form which its framers had designed. 

We should be truly grateful for 
this heritage which has been passed 
to us and which is ours to uphold and 
further develop. Now, as we take 
over this responsibility, we should 
remember that it has been a result 
of experience and practice which has 
long since tested its worth, and that 
it represents the safeguard from 
tyranny and oppression of all peo- 
ple of our land"

Day after day 
during the sweltering summer months 
these builders toiled on. combining; 
skill and workmanship to produce a 
masterpiece that has been without 
parallel in history. 
1 Next came the task of submitting 
it to the states for ratification. As 
the people were studying the draft, 
two distinct movements developed, 
one in support of it, the other in op- 
position. Where«'»?r people gathered, 
whether for town meetings, church, 
or gossip at the country stores, the 
topic was a universal one. A spirited 
contest ensued. Campaigns raged. The 
land resounded with speeches both 
for and against adoption. The most 
eloquent orators of the day came for- 



Everyone should remember that 
this country is made up of individ- 
uals. We should remember that it 
is run by individuals, and that the 
intent and purpose of its founders 
was, that our government should 
operate for the benefit of the indi- 
vidual citizen. Too often the great 
size and the highly organized devel- 
opment of our nation leads us to des- 
pair of even being recognized as an 
integral part of its operation, or of 
having a share of the responsibility 
which is due us. Such apparent in- 
significance is not justified, yet it is 
the point of view taken by many, for 
we forget that it takes many parts to 
make up a whole, and to function 
properly, each part must bear an 
equal share of the bunion. There- 
fore, let us today as American citi- 
zens take pride in our citizenship. 

On this day of commemoration we 
are not celebrating the antiquity of 
this nation; for. among the nations 
of the earth, we stand* With the young- 
est. Ours is not a nation which glit- 
ters with pomp and ceremony, for 
the purpose of dazzling -its citizens, 
or one which struts before other na- 
tions like a bully, conscious of its 
power. We Americans can feel just- 
ly proud that our policy in dealing 
with other countries, has been in the 
pant and continues to be in the pres- 
ent, one of a peacemaker and a guard- 
ian of the rights of mankind. 

Although we are young, as a coun- 
try, the constitution under which we 
have functioned, for this century and 
a half, is older than that of any oth- 
er democratic nation which has exist- 
ed in the world, either past or pres- 
ent. It was drawn up in an age when 
nine-tenths of the population lived 
by agriculture; industry was still in 
its infancy. Today the population 
has increased by 40 times and the 
area of the country under our Flag 
is more than 12 times greater. From 
an agricultural nation, we have be- 
come increasingly industrial, with a 
degree of efficiency and moderniza- 
tion never dreamed of by those who 
framed the constitution.

At the 11 o'clock service on June 
10 the Church of the Epiphany heard 
the first sermon preached by Rev. 
Theodore L. Ludlow, who on the pre- 
ceding Sunday had there been or- 
dained to the diaconate by his father, 
Bishop Theodore Ludlow of Newark. 
The sermon interpreted a phrase that 
has in the last few years come to be 
widely current, made popular as - 
social purpose, as a description of the 
ends that government seeks for its 
people, "the life more abundant." 
Some people have even come to think 
of it as a particular political pro- 
gram, forgetting, or never knowing 
that it is a phrase 1900 years old. It 
came from the lips of a young work- 
man, but he was not telling those 
who worked with their bands that 
they would possess the fullness of 
life if only they could take home to 
their little houses larger wages each 
day. It came from the heart of one 
who was deeply compassionate with 
all the pangs which he saw men and 
women suffering, but it did not 
stop with seeing only the surface 
needs and hungers. It saw the heart 
of man more searchingly and more 
respectfully than does the glib mod- 
ern f - inula, "what is the matter with 
the poor is poverty." The young 
Master of life who saw for men of all 
sorts and conditions "the life more 
abundant" was not ascetic and dis- 
trustful of delightful things, he was j lawn 
not careless about scarcity and dearth I wedding 
and worry and monotony. Comfort 
and security and beauty he saw as 
infallibly coming into human life 
when men found and entered into the 
full life for which human conscious- 
ness is intended — when the befriend- 
ing presence of God is as real to them 
as sure and natural to them, as 
ful to them, as the fertile fur- 
they walk or the sunny sky 
above them. "All these things shall 
! be added unto you," when once men 
j have become citizens of that "city 
'•whose builder and maker is God."

The more we look over Manchester 
Field the more inclined we are to 
voice our opinion that some of our 
Town forefathers slipped badly when 
they turned this beautiful playground 
over to the State. The transfer of 
authority may well have been with 
the best of intentions, but the result 
has been of no value to Winchester — 
rather a detriment. It undoubtedly 
\\r< at the root of the new Held on 
Shore road, and no matter how won- 
derful the Shore road playground is, 
it will never take the place of Man- 
chester Field. Freezing cold in win- 
ter and scorching hot in summer, we 
doubt if it ever will attract the games 
and the crowds that have graced Man- 
chester Field. And we think it a 
pity, with such a beautiful playground 
as "Manchester Field, for Winchester 
to be obliged to reconstruct another 
similar plot for use by the Town. 

Continued complaints of bicycle 
riding on the sidewalks about town 
and reports of injuries sustained by 
pedestrians as a result of this prac- 
tice has finally prompted the Police to 
take diastic action to put a stop to 
this form of youthful exuberance. 
Cards, en which is printed the law 
governing the riding of bicycles, are 
being sent the parents of youthful 
offenders, and a second offense will 
result in court action. The law pro- 
vides a $20 fine for conviction! While 
the Police are at it they should stop, 
if possible, the youthful practice of 
riding bikes in and out of traffic, gen- 
erally on the wrong side of the street, 
against traffic on one-way streets, 
across the bows of automobiles just 
about to start with a traffic light and 
in general defiance of all sijrnals in- 
stalled for public safety. Bicycling is 
great fun and healthy exercise. It 
is much better for the kiddies to go 
places on their wheels than in the 
family cars, but bicycling should be 
made a deal safer for both the cy- 
clists and motorists than it is. And 
there seems to be no reason why it 
should not be! 

The little old New Deal still con- 
tinues to plug along — with business 
the one big goat. Now comes the 
elimination of employees contribution 
to the State end of Social Security. 
Thus far Social Security has put wa 
biggest crimp in business of any of 
the New Heal deals. With the elim- 
ination of the employees contribu- 
tion and a good old 2.7 per cent tax 
for the employers, it aids greatly in 
encouraging the small business man 
in bis race to keep one step ahead of 
a Government job. With the poli- 
ticians deciding how the money is to 
be spent to keep them in office, and 
with the reliefers voting to spend it, 
business is riding the top of the wave. 
It will take but a short time to create 
an equal division of wealth —and when 
it arrives, see how much there is to 
go around. If surplus money is pil- 
ing up to such a great extent, why 
should there not be an equal reduc- 
tion in this extortionate robbery? Of 
course this is only the opening wedge. 
It will only be a short time when all 
Social Security will be provided by 
business— if there is any business to 
provide it. Still, with this Govern- 
ment feeding out the greatest propa- 
ganda ballyhoo the world has ever 
seen, the guys who get something for 
nothing are riding in stream-lined air- 
planes. When the poll tax was raised 
for social security (old style) every- 
one was considered equal and paid 
equal sums or did not vote. Although 
everyone is now voting, only the busi- 
ness men who pay the poll tax which 
carries the assessment for social se- 
curity are the suckers. The next sten 
will be the investigation of the row- 
over the spending of the spoils.

reforms. More of a similar nature 
appear to be imminent. Praise be 
for social security. 

Mr. Speaker it is not hard to pic- 
ture the effect of idle factories in a 
city or town where the life and hap- 
piness of the citizens depend upon 
steady employment. The city of Wo- 
burn, Mass., has been known as a 
tanning center since Revolutionary 
days. Anything affecting the leather 
industry affects every other business 
in that city — the grocer feels it, the 
butcher feels it, the baker's business 
drops off, and everybody retrenches 
to meet the situation. The relief rolls 
swell, and nobody is happy. It is a 
distressing situation. 

There is a cause for all this. It 
is the contention of the tanners, ana 
the contention of other Members of 
Congress as well as myself, that for- 
eign leather is allowed to go through 
our customs houses improperly mark- 
ed, meaning a great loss to the tan- 
ners of my district, in which Woburn 
is located, as well as to the tanners 
all over the country. Soft leather 
carries a lower duty than grained 
leather and much of the latter has 
been brought in under the low-duty 
schedule. This not only permits for- 
eign labor to compete with our tan- 
ners, but it means a loss of revenue 
to the Government. It is high time 
that the administration assisted in- 
dustry instead of hurting it. 

We notice this morning that Owen 
Chalkly, who is at the present time 
commercial attache at the British 
Embassy, was knighted by the King 
of Fngannd. Now Sir Owen is a very 
fine genteman and a very able at- 
tache. Of course, we all know thai 
he was knighted in large measure be- 
cause the King of England is inter- 
ested in the proposed reciprocal trade 
agreement between this country and 
Great Britain, and Sir Owen Chalkly 
did most of the work in bringing 
about the negotiations. Apparently 
England feels that she will make 
more out of it than she will lose. We 
have felt the effect in New England 
already. New England is thoroughly 
tired of having her workers out of a 
job because of reciprocal trade agree- 
ments. It is a serious situation for 
us, Mr. Speaker.

TRAFFIC LIGHTS X ? ! 

To the Editor of the Star: 

The busiest spot in the world is 
thought to be Times Square, New 
York. How many traffic lights are 
there at this "crossroads of the 
country/' and how many 1 in Win- 
chester Square? The number must 
be nearly equal. If Times Square 
needs them, then Winchester, with 
only a small fraction of the traffic 
of the busy spot, does not need them. 

Why does Winchester need any 
traffic lights on the Square? What 
is the matter with a traffic circle at 
this point? A circle to include in 
its center that little railroad atro- 
city with the gates; a circle where 
some of this beautiful, but danger- 
ous granite curbstone could be used; 
where the landscape gardener could 
show his ability to pack the beauty 
of Massachusetts into a few square 
feet. 

The architect of the town has done 
very well at constructing a Chine-? 
maze at Symmes Corner, and at the 
corner of Washington and Mt. Ver- 
non streets. The maze which could 
be wielded into a traffic circle at the 
Square could be, easily, the finest 
and best in our fair. town. There is 
no other town around here with a 
traffic circle in its center which in- 
cludes a railroad crossing. After all, 
Woburn's circle is large, and has on- 
ly a war relic in its center. Railroad 
crossings are much better relics than 
cannons and shells. Just think of 
the wringer-squeezed railroads of the 
country — to have one of them run 
through the center of a traffiic circle! 
Yes, Yv nchester would be on the map 
with a distinction no traffic light 
will ever bring it. 

It is a pretty pass when our own 
Police force have to excuse the traf- 
fic lights by saying that they are 
approved by the State! We appre- 
ciate those learned gentlemen in the 
State Department, but wonder if the 
smoke and noise of a railroad at their 
door has not befogged their minds 
for the moments necessary to ap- 
prove the lights. On second thought, 
their approval may be based on safe- 
ty, and the lights certainly restrict 
traffic so that an accident should be 
possible. 

I What is the trouble with the Po- 
I lice of the town that they allow such 
i a labor saving device as lights, to be 
'installed? With a traffic circle, > 
I can see the need of one of our finest 
; at each crossing to protect our fair 
pedestrians. As poor citizens, we 
will have to pay for the Police any- 
how, so it would cost less by the 
price of the lights to have a traffic 
circle.

bring them to focus. 

Flowers in water, although beauti- 
ful in themselves, are enhanced by 
judicious arrangement, as a beautiful 
woman is more easily seen to be beau- 
tiful when messiness is eliminated and 
her clothes and accessories make a 
harmoniou< whole with her best points. 
In the design of a bouquet balance is 
most important, with the size of the 
bloom, its lightness or darkness and 
its place in relation to the central 
base determining its weight in this 
balance. Lineal structure, the rhy- 
thm of lines, should be, if not visible, 
at least implicit within the mass. 
Theie should be harmony between the 
material an dthe container, not, for 
example, fragile flowers in a thick, 
heavy container.
